75th anniversary of the Crimson Tide’s first 
national championship (1925) and its first bowl trip. 
Alabama posted a 10-0 record in 1925 and beat , 
Washington, 20-19 in the Jan. 1, 1926 Rose bowl 
game in Pasadena. Ironically, Alabama opens the 
2000 season against UCLA:in Pasadena.

MEDIA CREDENTIALS: Working 
media credentials for the 2000 Alabama 
football season may be ordered by writ 
len request on company letterhead, to the 
University of Alabama Media Relations 
Department, P.O. Box 870391, 
Tuscaloosa, AL 35487-0391. No phone 
requests will be honored. Requests for 
single game credentials may be FAXED 
to the MRD Office (205-348-8841), but 
must be received by Noon on 
Wednesday prior to the Saturday game. 

Credentials for Alabama home 
games are issued for working media 
only, Requests are honored from sports 
editors of DAILY newspapers and sports 
directors of television stations. Requests 
will be honored from sports directors of 
radio stations that have daily sports 
broadcasts. All other requests will he 
filled on a space available basis. 


PHOTOGRAPHY CREDENTIALS: 
The University of Alabama follows 
NCAA and SEC rules regarding media 
representatives on the sidelines, Photo 
credentials will be issued only to daily 
newspapers, specialized publications and 
television stations. Photographers are not 
permitted in the team areas between the 
25-yard lines and must wear an armband 
at all times. Armbands are 0! to be 
placed on leys, other parts of the body 
nor aflixed to cameras or other equip- 
ment. No credentials will be issued to 
freelance pholographers, cutline writers, 
equipment carriers or radio station repre- 
sentatives with the exception of the two 
teams’ broadcast originating networks. 
Only one armband will be issued per 
person and identificanon will be 
required. Armbands will sor be mailed or 
otherwise issued prior to game day. 


PRESS WILL CALL: At Bryant-Denny 
Stadium in Tuscaloosa, will call is locat- 
ed near gate 3 on the West side of the 
stadium, At Birmingham’s Legion Field, 
will call is located at the base of the press 
box elevator, also on the west side. 

Press will-call will open two (2) 
hours prior to kickoff: 


TELEPHONES: In both the Bryant- 
Denny and Legion Field press boxes, the 
University of Alabama has installed 12 
courtesy telephones that may be used on 
a credit card or collect basis only. The 
telephones are available on a first come, 
first served basis. 

SATELLITE TRUCKS: Due to the 
increasing number of satellite trucks and 
the limited parking space available, any 
outlet using such a vehicle must request a 
satellite truck parking pass and must have 
the truck in place at least 10 hours prior 
to kickoff. Requests for parking must be 
made by Wednesday noon. prior to 
Saturday games. 
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INTERNET SITES: 

No online service will be allowed 
“real time” (also known as “cybercast”) 
transmission of any live University of 
Alabama athletic event . Those rights are 
co-owned by The University of 
Alabama, the Southeastern Conference 
and our radio and television partners. 
Only the official web-site of the oppo- 
nent (and/or its official conference site) 
will be issued press credentials and then 
a maximum of two, 

Credentials will be granted official 
online services of national, over-the-air 
or cable network or established publica- 
tions which are staffed by fulltime 
employees (i.e. ESPN, CNN/SI, CBS 
Sportsline, etc.) and then with a maxi- 
mum of one credential, 

Credentials will not be granted to 
any online agency operating sites that are 
in any way affiliated with gambling, or 
to “freelance” or “fan-based” sites that 
are not affiliated with a legitimate news 
gathering organization. Any online ser- 
vice that places emphasis on the recruit- 
ment of potential student-athletes will 
not qualify for credentials. 

Membership in a writer's association 
(i.e. FWAA, USBWA, etc.) does not 
automatically qualify an agency for cre- 
dentials.

The Elephant Story 


The story of how Alabama became 
associated with the “elephant” goes back to the 
1930 season when Coach Wallace Wade had 
assembled a great football team. 

On October 8, 1930, sports writer Everett 
Strupper of the Atlanta Journal wrote a story of 
the Alabama-Mississippi game he had witnessed 
in Tuscaloosa four days earlier. Strupper wrote, 
“That Alabama team of 1930 is a typical Wade 
machine, powerful, big, tough, fast, aggressive, 
well-schooled in fundamentals, and the best 
blocking team for this early in the season that | 
have ever seen. When those big brutes hit you I 
mean you go down and stay down, often for an 
additional two minutes. 

“Coach Wade started his second team that 
was plenty big and they went right to their 
knitting scoring a touchdown in the first quarter 
against one of the best fighting small lines that I 
have seen. For Ole Miss was truly battling the 
big boys for every inch of ground. 

“At the end of the quarter, the earth started to 
tremble, there was a distant rumble that 
continued to grow. Some excited fan in the 
stands bellowed, “Hold your horses, the 
elephants are coming,’ and out stamped this 
Alabama varsity. 

“Tt was the first time that ] had seen it and the 
size of the entire eleven nearly knocked me cold, 
men that I had seen play last year looking like 
they had nearly doubled in size.” 

Strupper and other writers continued to refer 


ee 
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to the Alabama linemen as “Red Elephants,” the 
color referring to the crimson jerseys. 


The 1930 team posted an overall 10-0 record. 


It shut out eight opponents and allowed only 13 
points all season while scoring 217. The “Red 
Elephants” rolled over Washington State 24-0 in 
the Rose Bowl and were declared National 
Champions 


How the Crimson Tide Got 
its Name 


In early newspaper accounts of Alabama 
football, the team was simply listed as the 
“varsity” or the “Crimson White” after the 
school colors. The first nickname to become 
popular and used by headline writers was the 
“Thin Red Line.” The nickname was used until 
1906. The name “Crimson Tide” is supposed to 
have first been used by Hugh Roberts, former 
sports editor of the Birmingham Age-Herald. He 
used “Crimson Tide” in describing an Alabama- 
Auburn game played in Birmingham in 1907, 
the last football contest between the two schools 
until 1948 when the series was resumed. The 
game was played in a sea of mud and Auburn 
was a heavy favorite to win. But, evidently, the 
“Thin Red Line” played a great game in the red 
mud and held Auburn to a 6-6 tie, thus gaining 
the name “Crimson Tide.” Zipp Newman, 
former sports editor of the Birmingham News, 
probably popularized the name more than any 
other writer.

Football’s Origin at 
Alabama 


Alabama’s first game was 
played in Birmingham on Friday 
afternoon, Noy. 11, 1892, at the 
old Lakeview Park. Opposition 
was furnished by a picked team 
from Professor Taylor’s school and 
Birmingham high schools, with 
Alabama winning, 56-0. Early 
teams were a bit tougher than 
current squads, it seems, as the 
following afternoon Alabama 
played the Birmingham Athletic 
Club, losing 5-4 when Ross, of 
B.A.C., kicked a 65-yard field 
goal. Impossible though it may 
seem, this field goal was listed as a 
collegiate record at one time and 
Birmingham papers of the day 
featured its distance in writeups of 
the game. 

The gridiron sport rapidly 
caught the students’ fancy and the 
game became a favorite with 
University athletes. In 1896 the 
University’s board of trustees 
passed a rule forbidding athletic 
teams from traveling off the 


W.G. Little 
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campus. The 
following season 
only one game was 
played and in 1898 
football was 
abandoned at 
Alabama. Student 
opposition to the 
ruling was so 
strong that the 
trustees lifted the 
travel ban and 
football was 
resumed in 1899, to 
continue without 
interruption until 
the first World War 
forced cancellation 
of the 1918 games. 

Alabama first gained national recognition in 
1922 when the University of Pennsylvania was 
defeated, 9-7, in Philadelphia. The following 
season Wallace Wade became head coach and in 
1925 led the Crimson Tide to its first undefeated 
and untied season and its first Rose Bowl 
invitation. On Jan. 1, 1926, an unheralded, 
underrated team from Tuscaloosa came from 
behind to upset Washington, 20-19, in the Rose 
Bowl and established a precedent of colorful 
play that Crimson Tide teams have continued to 
uphold. 


Tradition

Derrick Thomas

On Jan. 23, Thomas was involved in an automobile accident and passed away 
on Feb. 8, He starred at outside linebacker for the Crimson Tide from 1985-88. 
In 1988, his play earned him All-America honors, and CBS' Defensive Player of 
the Year and Washington Pigskin Club's Defensive Player of the Year honors. He 


was one of Alabama's team captains in 1988, Thomas was named to the SEC's 


All-Decade Team of the 1980s and to Alabama's All-Century Team. Thomas was a nine-time Pro Bowl play- 
er for the Kansas City Chiefs and set the NFL record for sacks in a game with seven. Thomas worked hard off 
the field, funding literacy programs for inner city children, reading to children at libraries, raising funds to feed 
the hungry and spending time with ill and hospitalized children. A scholarship was endowed in February, 2000 
by Eliza and Hugh F. Culverhouse to honor Thomas! memory. Following spring practice, sophomore defensive 


lineman Jarret Johnson was named the first recipient of the Derrick Thomas Community Service Award. 


Starting this fall, Thomas’ number at Alabama, 55, will be awarded each year to a defensive player who exem- 


plifies the athletic qualities that propelled Thomas to an All-American career. Sophomore defensive tackle 


Kenny King was recipient of that honor this year.

The Million Dollar Band 
Story 


W.C. "Champ" Pickens, an Alabama alum- 
nus and football manager, is credited with 
bestowing the name Million Dollar on the 
Crimson Tide band, 

There are varying accounts of how the name 
evolved. In the 1948 Alabama football media 
guide, Pickens described it this way: "At the 
time the band was named (1922), it was having 
a hard struggle. The only way they could get to 
Georgia Tech for a game was by soliciting 
funds from the merchants, 

"They usually had to ride all night in a day 
coach, and we thought it was swell when we 
finally got a tourist sleeper and put two to a 
lower and two to an upper berth.” Thus, 
because of the fund-raising prowess, Pickens 
called the group the "Million Dollar Band." 

During that particular Georgia Tech game, 
won by the Yellow Jackets 33-7, an Atlanta 
sportswriter commented to Pickens, "You don't 
have much of a team, what do you have at 
Alabama?" Pickens replied, "A Million Dollar 
Band." 
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Alabama’s football program was honored by 
Lindy Southeastern Foothall 2000 when the 
Crimson Tide was selected as that magazine’s 
SEC “Program of the Century” and the 1979 
squad was selected “Team of the Century”. 

In addition, Bama’s 1966 team was chosen 
the century’s No. 3 team and the 1925 and 1992 
teams were tied for fifth place. 

Coach Paul “Bear” Bryant was Coach of the 
Century and Don Hutson, Ozzie Newsome, 
John Hannah, Billy Neighbors, Lee Roy Jordan, 
Cornelius Bennett and Antonio Langham were 
first-team, All-Century selections. Landing on 
the second team were Dwight Stephenson, 
Marty Lyons, Derrick Thomas and Don 
McNeal. 

Bryant, who coached at SEC schools 
Alabama and Kentucky, is the all-time win- 
ningest Division 1-A college coach with 323 
victories. When Bryant came to Tuscaloosa in 
1958, the Crimson Tide was 4-24-2 in three 
previous seasons, but he quickly turned things 
around, By the end of his fourth season, Bama 
was 11-0 and Bryant had won the first of his six 
national championships. 

Jimmy Hyams, writing for Lindy %, said the 
1979 team was “the best of Paul Bryant’s teams 
- which is really saying something, considering 
“The Bear” won six national championships in 
his quarter century at Alabama. The *79 team 
rolled to a 12-0 record behind a balanced attack 
that closed out its national championship season 
with a 24-9 victory over Arkansas in the Sugar 
Bow! in front of a record crowd of 77,468. 

“The Tide shutout five of its opponents dur- 
ing this season and never allowed an opponent 


Tide Selected “Program of the Century” 
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to score more than 18 points. The secondary 
was key to the Tide's success, with Tommy 
Wilcox and Jim Bob Harris the mainstays. 

“A couple of future NFL All-Pros made the 
Tide tough, with E.J. Junior wreaking havoc 
from his end spot and Dwight Stephenson hold- 
ing down the offensive line from his center 
position. Junior forced four fumbles during the 
season, the second most ever forced by a Tide 
player in a single season, three back of Derrick 
Thomas* school record. The Crimson Tide 
outscored foes by 300 points, with a great 
defense and offense.” 

Hyams went on to write that “you could 
argue that Alabama isn’t just the program of the 
century in the SEC, but in all of college foot- 
ball. The Crimson Tide claims 12 national 
championships. It has played and won more 
bowl games than any college team. It has won 
21 SEC championships, eight more than any 
other team. You can thank “Bear” for much of 
the Crimson Tide’s success.” 

The Tide *66 team didn’t win a national 
title, but should have, Hyams wrote. Bama 
allowed just 44 points in 11 games that season. 

The ‘25 team was the first southern team to 
play in the Rose Bow! as the Tide went 10-0 
and won a national championship. 

Under Gene Stallings in 1992, the 
Centennial of Alabama football, Alabama went 
13-0, won the first-ever SEC Championship 
game and then beat Miami in the Sugar Bowl to 
ice the unanimous national championship. That 
team led the nation in rushing defense, allowing 
just 55 yards per game on the ground.

he secret behind the academic success for Tide athletes is Alabama’s Center 

of Athletic Student Services (CASS), headed by Director of Athletic 

Academics Jon Dever, Dever is assisted by Rod Asbury, Brenda Elliott, Cathy 
Elliott and Lisa Patrick. Life Skills Director Karin Lee rounds out the CASS staff. 
Joining this group are seven graduate assistants and 55 part-time tutors who work in 
the CASS building adjacent to Bryant Hall. The facility includes 17 study rooms, 33 
individual study cubicles. a lecture room and IBM and Macintosh computer labs. 

From the moment a recruit first walks on to campus to the moment an athlete 
graduates with diploma in hand, the academic services provided are outstanding. For 
the first year at the Capstone, freshmen and junior college transfers are required to 
attend nightly study halls. A fter that, attendance is based on the individual’s GPA and 
study needs. 

The CASS staff works as a liaison between the Athletics Department, undergrad- 
uate divisions, and administrative office of the university. The staff offers career 
advice and counseling, makes sure all athletes are maintaining satisfactory progress 
toward their degrees, and monitors academic eligibility. The advisors also secure 
tutors and schedule study sessions. 

All of these services begin with the recruit’s first visit. The advisors set up indi- 
vidual appointments within the department of the recruit’s area of study and accom- 
pany them to the meeting. They give the recruit a tour of the campus and go over ser- 
vices provided by CASS. 

The dedicated CASS staff can only give guidance and direction. Achievement is 
left in the hands of the student-athlete. If the athlete wishes to succeed in the class- 
room as they do in competition. then Alabama’s CASS will provide them with every 


opportunity to achieve the highest goals.

Community Involvement 


IT starts with a commitment from the top and 
filters down. It includes administrators, coaches 
and players. JT is fueled by a spirit and desire to 
give something back. 

What is “7?” It is the community involve- 
ment effort by the University of Alabama athletic 
department. 

The department realizes the sup- 
port, both financially and emotionally, 
that the local and regional community 
provides to all of the Crimson Tide 
teams. The department also understands 
the need to maintain the image of class 
and success associated with the 
University of Alabama name. 

To this end, Mal Moore, the 
Director of Athletics at Alabama, has 
made a conscious push to have every- 
one in the department participate in 
some form of community involve- 
ment. The Crimson Tide football pro- 
gram has been a major participant in 
this effort. 

From head coach Mike 
DuBose’s Charity Golf Tour each summer to sey- 
eral football players volunteering their time as 
mentors for the Boys & Girls Club, Alabama foot- 
ball is providing the youth of the community with 
an example of the good things in collegiate athlet- 
ics. 

DuBose, a native of Alabama, knows that life 
is more than just football. He works every day to 
instill this in the players he is developing. His 
commitment to giving something back to the com- 
munity is a tangible symbol of that belief. 

In 2000, DuBose spent his fourth consecutive 
summer hosting charity golf tournaments in seven 
cities including Mobile, Atlanta, Dothan, 
Huntsville, Anniston/Gadsden, Prattville and 
Birmingham. Proceeds from these events went 
into the Mike DuBose Charities fund, which in 
turn were distributed between several statewide 
charity organizations selected personally by 
DuBose and his family. 

“A lot of people have helped me along the 
way.” said DuBose, “and my family and I wanted 
to give something back to the people of Alabama. 
This is one small way of giving back and serving 
the state.” 

He was not alone in his commitment to service. 
Alabama football players were active in nearly 
every community involvement program developed 
by the athletic department.

In 1999, Tide starters Shaun Alexander and 

_ Andrew Zow were two of the key speakers at the 
departments Bama School Jam. Several players 
took time out cach week to visit elementary 
schools in the Tuscaloosa area to read books and 
visit with the children. 


Another group of football players were among 
a larger group of athletes who helped unload food 
at the West Alabama Food Bank in conjunction 
with the Beat Auburn/Beat Hunger Food Drive. 
The Alabama athletes gathered over 4,200 pounds 
of food to help UA win the contest. The athletic 
total was the second most of any organization on 
the Alabama campus. 

The football team also participated in raising 
money for Homelessness Week and Project 
Angel Tree. Alabama athletes raised over $2,000 
dollars for their Angel Tree children, with foot- 
ball playing a big part toward that total. Several 
of the players helped buy, wrap and deliver 
those gifts at Christmas. The Tide football squad 
had several players volunteer at the Special 
Olympics on campus. 

In addition, Alabama football players made 
weekly visits to local elementary schools as part 
of the “Adopt-a-School” program. The Tide grid- 
iron athletes also participated in numerous speak- 
ing engagements at elementary school assemblies, 
church youth groups and youth football banquets. 

Every Saturday in the Fall, fans from around 
the state demonstrate their commitment to the 
Crimson Tide football team. With their continued 
involvement in community projects, Alabama 
football shows their commitment back to its fans.

i an era when athletes are scrutinized as 
much for their off-the-field actions as for 
their on-the-field accomplishments, the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association 
(NCAA) has stepped to the forefront of the 
issue and developed a program to assist its 
student-athletes. 

The NCAA in a partnership with the 
Division 1A Athletic Directors’ 
Association have created the 
CHAMPS/Life Skills program in an effort 
to enhance the athletic and personal 
responsibility of student-athletes. With the 
NCAA providing the educational pro- 
gramming, resources and training, and 
Division 1A Directors providing market- 
ing, leadership and funding assistance, the 
program is now in place to enhance the 
total development of students participating 
in intercollegiate athletics. 

“Among all of intercollegiate athlet- 
ics’ responsibilities, there is none more 
important than providing the tools for the 
total development of the student-athlete,” 
said Cedric W. Dempsey.executive director 
of the NCAA. “The NCAA is committed 
to providing the technical assistance need- 
ed to develop successful campus programs. 
The commitment is further demonstrated 
by the partnership between the NCAA and 
the Division 1A Athletic Directors’ 
Association.” 

At the University of Alabama, 
Associate Director of Athletics for Student 
Services Kevin Almond and the staff at the 
Center of Athletic Student Services 
(CASS) spearhead the effort for Crimson 
Tide athletics. Jon Dever, the newly 
appointed director of CASS, looks to carry 
on the plan implemented by Almond that | 
not only helps further educate student-ath- 
letes, but also helps them uncover what life 
has to offer. 

“This program focuses on service, 
personal development and career counsel- 
ing,” said Almond of the program. ~ 
Obviously,the University of Alabama is 
committed to athletics, but we must also 
fulfill the academic component of the stu- 
dent-athlete.” 

One of the keys of success for the 
Tide program has been the work of Karin 
Lee, the Director of the Life Skills 
Program. Lee, along with the coaching 
staffs, has been the driving force behind 
the increase of community involvement by 


Crimson Tide student-athletes. She plans 
and organizes community service opportu- 
nities as well as plans workshops and 
speakers to help educate Alabama’s ath- 
letes on sports related issues. 

“T feel like the Life Skills program is a 
win-win situation,” said Lee. “I only see

positive benefits. This plan gives our stu- 
dent-athletes a chance to give back to the 
community, and allows them the opportu- 
nity to create a positive image for the chil- 
dren. The face-to-face interaction with the 
community provides our athletes with a 
sense of worth and accomplishment. The 
program also brings enjoyment to both the 
student-athletes and the kids.” 

The CHAMPS program was created 
by the Division 1A Athletic Directors’ 
Association to initiate a framework for 
Operating successful athletics programs. 
Based on the mission of the Association to 
“prepare student-athletes for life as produc- 
tive citizens in our society,” the associa- 
tion, along with UA’s CASS, believes the 
program will enable athletic departments 
to prepare this generation of student-ath- 
letes to face “real life” with greater skill 
than ever before.” 

CHAMPS, an acronym for 
Challenging Athletes’ Minds for Personal 
Success, consists of five components - ath- 
letic commitment, academic commitment, 
career development, personal development 
and community service, 

In meeting the career development 
needs of Crimson Tide athletes, the athletic 
department has developed “Ist & 10 
Career Day”, an annual event for Alabama 
student-athletes which brings 60-70 suc- 
cessful business leaders to campus for a 
job fair. In addition, the department has 


In addition, Alabama athlete’s person- 
al development was addressed with several 
department sponsored events including 
programs on gambling, media relations, 
nutrition, health decisions and sexual 
responsibility. 

This past year, Alabama student-ath- 
letes participated in a variety of communi- 
ty service programs. From raising money 
for Project Angel Tree and Homelessness 
Week to speaking engagements at elemen- 
tary schools, Crimson Tide athletes have 
been shining examples in the community. 
Whole teams and individual athletes have 
heard the call “to give something back” 
and they have answered with their time, 
talents and commitment.

labama and Auburn will meet in 

Bryant-Denny Stadium for the first 

time in the history of this storied 

series, although Auburn is not a 
complete stranger to Tuscaloosa.

Construction was not completed on then Denny 
Stadium until 1929, 

Since that time, a number of expansion pro- 
jects have expanded Bryant-Denny Stadium to 
its current capacity of 83,818, although a record 
crowd of 86,869 were in attendance for last 
year’s meeting with Tennessee, the most to ever 
watch a college football game in the state of 
Alabama. That game was also Tennessee’s first 
appearance in Tuscaloosa since 1930, 

The expansion, completed in August of 
1998 includes the addition of 10,000 bleacher 
seats and boosts the total capacity of Bryant- 
Denny to 83,818, 


The upper deck of bleacher seats, along with 
two spiral walkways, were added above the 
existing castside stadium giving it a more sym- 
metrical appearance. 

In addition to the upper deck, Bryant-Denny 
joined the growing trend in stadiums construc- 
tion by adding 81 skyboxes on two levels. The 
skyboxes were built in two sizes: 24-seat capac- 
ity (18) and 16-seat capacity (63). In 1999, four 
additional skyboxes were added to bring total 
skybox capacity to 85, 

A scoreboard with video replay capabilities 
is another modern amenity added at Bryant- 
Denny. The new scoreboard is located in the 
south end. 

Other additions to Bryant-Denny Stadium 
included two new reception areas for the 
Scholarship and A-Club level patrons. The 
areas are located in the newly built center 
entrance tower on the east side and include 
rooms large enough to host receptions and pre- 
game meal functions. A new bank of lights, not 
included with the old infrastructure, was also 
added. 

Bryant-Denny has long been a stadium 
feared by opponents. The Crimson Tide owns 
an impressive 180-27-3 all-time record at the 
stadium, and has boasted sellouts at every 
Tuscaloosa game since 1988. 

On Sept. 5, 1998, Alabama continued that 
trend and also set what was then a Bryant- 
Denny single game record when 83,818 were 
on hand for the season opener against Brigham 
Young 

Always a symbol of tradition at Alabama, 
Bryant-Denny Stadium is ready to carry 
Crimson Tide Football into the new millennium.

Hutcheson Denny

The University of Alabama on January |, 
1912.

Denny Chimes and Bryant-Denny 
Stadium stand as reminders of Denny's 
legacy to the University. 
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Bryant-Denny Stadium has been the 
home of Alabama football since 
1929 and was first known as The 
George Hutchenson Denny Stadium. 


Prior to Bryant-Denny Stadium 
being built, the Tide played on the 
Quad (1893-1914), Denny Field 
(1915-1917 and 1919-1928). Those 
years represent a total of 53 games 
for which Bama posted a 44-9 
record. There were two different sites 
used on the Quad, the first located on 
the southeast corner, with the field 
running parallel to 6th Avenue. 
Around the turn of the century, the 
field was moved 90- degrees to the 
west to run parallel to University 
Boulevard. 


In 1915, games were played on 
University Field, renamed Denny 
Field, in 1920, where the Tide played 
for the next 14 years. Alabama post- 
ed a 43-2 record on that field and 


held opponents scoreless in 35 of 


those games. Denny Field was two 
blocks east of the current stadium, 
behind Little Hall. Mallet Hall and 
Parker-Adams Hall now stand on the 
north endzone of Denny Field. A 
parking lot covers the rest of what 
remains of Denny Field. 


Denny Stadium opened on Sept. 28, 
1929 and was officially dedicated the 
following week at Homecoming cer- 

emonies. Alabama governor Bibb 
Graves dedicated the stadium. In 
attendance were Mississippi gover- 
nor Theo Bilbo and William Little, 
captain of the Tide’s first football 
team. In 1975 the state legislature 
renamed the stadium “Bryant- 
Denny”. 


In 1937 the first expansion of the sta- 
dium took place as 6,000 seats were 
added on the east side and brought 
capacity to 18,000. In 1950, capacity 
grew to 25,000. In 196], the grand- 
stands reached 61 rows and capacity 
was 43,000. The capacity grew to 
60,000 in 1966 and then to 70,123 in 
1988. The final expansion, complet- 
ed in 1998, moved capacity to 
83,818.

The Crimson Tide 
Wins ‘25 Championship in Rose 
Bowl

t was the bitter taste that took 

10 years tw cleanse. Wallace 

Wade played for Brown 

University in the 1916 Rose 

Bowl game. Brown, a team 
from the Northeast, could nor 
adjust to the California heat and 
lost to Washington State 14-0. 
Wade played three quarters before 
leaving the game due to hear 
exhaustion. He later said he was 
out of shape and unprepared for 
the hot climate. 

Ten years later, Wade returned 
to the Rose Bowl. This time, he was 
prepared. Now a head coach and in 
charge of readying a team to play, 
practices were long and tough lead- 


ing up to the game in order to pre- 
pare the team for the climate 
change. 

It worked. 

Wade coached the Alabama 
Crimson Tide to a 20-19 victory 
over the Washington Huskies in the 
1926 Rose Bowl game. The team 
captured its first national title and 
started a tradition of success that 
continues today. 

Wade planned for Alabama to 
arrive over a week betore the game. 
Washington Head Coach Enoch 
Bagshaw arrived December 31, one 
day before kickoff. The teams bat 
tled on New Year's Day and the 
story is worth retelling. 

The Crimson Tide ventured to 
the West Coast for the first time in 
school history following the 1925 
season. The Rose Bowl Committee 
invited Alabama to play on New 
Year's day, 1926 and Alabama was 
guaranteed a payday of at least 
$20,000. 

No school from the South had 
been invited in the bowl’s 10-year 
history before Alabama and 
Californians knew little about the 
team. One paper even had trouble 
spelling the school’s name,

announcing “Alhambra to 
Represent East in Rose Bowl 
Contest.” 

The Crimson Tide had finished 
the 1925 season with reason to cele- 
brate. The Tide had captured its 
second straight Southern 
Conference Championship in foot 
ball and the golf and baseball teams 
won conference titles earlier in the 
year. 

Wade could not accept the invi- 
tation trom the West immediately. 
Southern Conterence rules banned 
members from postseason play. A 
conference meeting was called, and 
Wade argued persuasively for the 
tule to be waived. The conference 
agreed, and on Dec. 5, Wade 
accepted tor Alabama. 

The Crimson Tide had been 
out of action since Thanksgiving 


Day and began practicing again on 
Denny Field after the announce- 
ment. The players began to build 
excitement as the departure date 
neared. The players longed for the 
sunny California weather after their 
Dee. 18 practice was cut short 
because of heavy rains and freezing 
temperatures, Arrangements were 
made by University officials to trav- 
el by train to California and the 
buzz soon became football again 
instead of the upcoming holiday 


plans. 
Advertisements ran in newspa- 


pers with ticket packages and one 
even planned a 10-day trip for fans, 
if enough interest could be generat- 
ed. People were encouraged to sign 
up early because a group of 25 or 
more would get a discounted rate of 
$250 for travel by train, including 
hotel and meals, A group of 25 
alumni left Birmingham Dec. 25 
and made the trip. 

Fans tried every possible way to 
go. Reporters in Los Angeles were 
stunned to find hundreds of native 
Alabamians venturing West to see 
the team. One man, Paul Knuckles 
of Fayette, had his way paid by 
neighbors. Knuckles rarely missed 
games, and his friends did not want 
the streak to end. 

Washington was known as the 
Purple Tornadoes and the Huskies 
and had played their last game on 
Thanksgiving Day. 

Both schools entered the contest 
near the top in every poll. The 
Crimson Tide had outscored its 
opponents 270-7 on the way to an 
undefeated season. Birmingham 
Southern scored the lone touch- 
down against Alabama's second 
ream with the Crimson Tide lead- 
ing by 50. Washington struggled on 
the road but dominated at home. 
They tied Nebraska in Lincoln and 
escaped at California with a 7-0 
win. The Huskies won the rest and 
outscored opponents 461-39. 


Ar 8:42 p.m. on Dec. 19, the 
Crimson Tide left for Los Angeles 
from the Louisville and Nashville 
Station in Birmingham, Hundreds 
of fans gathered to wish the players 
well as they boarded the Pullmans. 
The crowd cheered and yelled, but 
the team was calm. 

The trip was the first out of the 
South for most of the team. Only 
two of the 22 players were from out 
of state, Pooley Hubert from 
Meridian, Miss., and Bill Buckler 
from Wisconsin. Buckler came tu 
Alabama because of an assistant 
coach, W.T. “Bully” VandeGraaft. 
VandeGraaff met Buckler at an 
army camp in Texas and recruited 
him to the Crimson Tide. 

The train cartied the team and 
its support personnel. Wade and 
assistants Henry Crisp, Russ Cohen 
and VandeGraaff rode with the 
team. Southern Conference 
President Dr. S.V. Sanford and 
Denny kept each other company 
along the way. Champ Pickens 
wrote the team's publicity and han- 
dled business matters. Graduate 
team manager Hugo Friedman and 
manager Edwin Bruce kept up with 
the uniforms and first aid. 

Alumni in Birmingham provid 
ed a snack for the long trip, 10 large 
boxes of apples, but Wade worried 
about Alabama’s diet on the trip. 
He instructed Pickens to be sure 
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there was ample drinking water. 
Birmingham News writer Zipp 
Newman described the amount of 
water taken as enough to “make an 
impression on the Pacific Ocean.” 
Alabama arrived in St. Louis 
Dec. 20 three hours behind sched- 
ule and missed its connecting train 
to Kansas City. St. Louis officials 
prepared another train, with the 
largest engine west of the 
Mississippi, to take the team across 


Kansas. 


he curious and the fanat- 
cal greeted Alabama at 
every stop. They all 
strained to catch 
glimpses of a team they 
had only read about. One man in 
St. Louis demanded, “Show us this 
man-eating Hubert.” By then, 
Hubert had made a name for him- 
self as the Crimson Tide's starting 
quarterback, He won numerous 
All-America honors in 1925. 

Next stop was Kansas and the 
Alabama boys awoke Dec. 21 to see 
snow-covered plains. Wade ordered 
a three minute jog at breakfast 
when the train stopped in 
Willington, Kan., bur the players 
had to return to the train when a 
light snowfall developed into a 
storm. 

The weather warmed up as the 
team traveled southwest and the 
players spent much time studying. 
Wade reviewed strategy for the 
game every afternoon, Crisp lec- 
tured on various academic studies 
in the mornings as the tiniversity's 
midterms were scheduled a week 
after the team returned. 

Alabama stopped for three 
hours on Dec, 23 to see the Grand 
Canyon. Later that day ata high 
school field, the team scrimmaged 
in Williams, Ariz. The Crimson 
Tide’s only loss of the day was when 
Pickens was heavily deteated in a 
game of marbles by nwo kids who 
spoke Spanish and little English. 

The Crimson Tide switched 
from a specialengine train to a reg- 
ular one in Williams. The team

boarded the Santa Fe, and pwo 
engines pulled the 15-car group. 
Outside Williams, the track 
dropped 1500 feet in under 90 
miles. The desert awaited. 

The Santa Fe arrived in Los 
Angeles just after 9 a.m. Dec. 24, 
Alabama players posed for pictures 
in front of the train for an hour 
before going to its hotel for an old- 
fashioned, Southern breakfast, 
The West Coast press followed 
Alabama with interest. A Southern 
drawl was new to them, 


Reporters enjoyed the manners 


of the team and wrote favorable 
accounts of practice. Strangers 
offered praise to the Southern boys. 
People who had relatives in the 
South or who once lived there tried 
to meet the team and relive old 
memories. 

The Crimson Tide stayed at the 
Huntington Hotel and the players 
took a bus to practice every day 
from the hotel to the Rose Bowl. 


From 2:30 p.m. until dark on 
Christmas eve, the Tide worked on 
signaling plays. 

Los Angeles writer Bill Henry 
welcomed the Crimson Tide in his 
column Dee. 25, 

“On behalf of the sporting pul 
lic of southern California, we here- 
by extend a 100-proof welcome to 
Santa Claus and the University of 
Alabama football ream,” Henry 
said, whereupon Wade gave the 
players the day off and each player 
received a tie and.a stick of candy 


ma Bow! ¢ 
from the university. Pickens took a 
proup of players across the border 

to Tijuana, Mexico, to watch horse 
racing. 

The Crimson Tide returned to 
practice Dec. 26, but Wade mixed 
the workouts with sight seeing. The 
players toured Los Angeles in the 
morning and then practiced in the 
afternoon. The team watched the 
California high school foorball 
championship game on Dec. 26 at 
the Los Angeles Coliseum. On Dee. 
27, the team went to San Pedro and 
Long Beach. At San Pedro, they 


roured the battleship California, the 
largest in the area's fleet. 

One of the last Crimson Tide 
trips took them to the Biltmore 
Theater Dec. 28 to view “The 
Student Prince.” The team spent 
the morning visiting Hollywood 


and saw filming ata studio. They 
met actress Bebe Daniels and posed 
with her for news photographers. 

Wade narrowed the team’s sighr 
to the football field after Dec, 28. 
The team had trouble adjusting to 
the Rose Bowl, Seating capacity was 
over 55,000, larger than any stadi- 
um in which Alabama had played. 
Players slipped on the grass. The 
slick, green turf was different from 
the Southern Bermuda of the 
South. 

Washington arrived in Los 
Angeles Dec. 30 and prior to the 
game, practiced just once, Dec. 31, 
at the Rose Bowl. Reporters com- 
mented on the differences in arrival 
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dates of the two teams. Wade spoke 
from personal experience when he 
tried to explain why the Crimson 
Tide arrived early. 

Washington's Bagshaw had a dif 
ferent view on readying a team for 
the California heat. He said he 
brought his 28 players down late so 
they would have no chance to wilt 
under the grinding practice sessions. 

Miss America, Fay Lamphier, vis- 
ited the Crimson Tide ar practice 
Dec. 31. She was a guest of the 
Tournament of Roses Parade and a 
native of San Francisco. Lamphier 


joined reporters on the sidelines as 
Alabama scrimmaged. 

The Tide coaches had specific 
duties during practice. Crisp and 
Cohen shouted out drills and 
instruction. The players listened. 
The seniors played for Crisp as their 


head coach when they were fresh- 
men in 1922. 

Wade stood to the side and 
viewed the positioning and forma- 
tions of the team. He encouraged 
the media to come watch Alabama. 
The Crimson Tide dominated local 
sports talk. Californiaians disliked 
Washington because the Huskies 
refused to play local favorite, 
Southern California. 

“They (Alabama) are courteous 
and friendly ro all who meer them,” 
reporter Maxwell Stiles said. “(They) 
are destined to win many friends 
before taking ‘That Midnight Choo- 
Choo Back to Alabam’.” 
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ameday came. The 

Crimson Tide awoke 

toa flood of telegrams 

sent to the hotel from 

its fans. The Southern 
Telephone Co. informed the team 
that practically all of west Alabama 
had arranged to ger the play-by-play 
broadcast of the game via phone, 
One group of tans gathered ar rhe 
EssSee drug store in Jackson to 
hear the game. 

The Crimson Tide basketball 
team wired best wishes from 
Columbus, Ohio. The Tuskegee 
Institute football team, the national 
colored champions, told Alabama 
to “Shuck the Huskies.” 

The entire stare of Alabama 
gathered for che game. Citizens 
filled the local thearer in Jasper. 
The Birmingham Age-Herald spon- 
sored a broadcast ara theater in 
downtown Birmingham. 

Montgomery celebrated before 
the game with a torchlight parade 
in anticipation of the win. The gov- 
emor, Mayor, civic organizations, 
visiting Alabama students, local 
schools and Auburn alumni partici- 
pated. 

Gadsden did not mix words in 
their support. 

“Gadsden is with you 100 per- 
cent strong. The whole damn 
town,” the relegram said. 

Back west, the game was viewed 
with a little more humor. The Los 
Angeles Times predicted, in a car 
toon, that Washington's hero 
would be “the loyal Husky roorer 
who wants to equip each 
Washington player with a surt 
board to help them try to ride the 
Crimson Tide.” 

Washington was the talk of the 
town and thase inclined to games 
of chance, pur their faith in the 
Huskies. They figured Washington's 
size and weight advantage would 
make a difference in the game. 
Even future College Football Hall 
of Farne Coach Pop Warner shook 
his head at Alabama's chances after 
viewing practice. 


Nearly everyone agreed the con- 
rest would be close. Henry said, “If 
Washington and Alabama don't 
put on one of the greatest football 
vames in the history of Pasadena's 
annual gridiron we'll experience the 
same strange sensation our wite did 
the last time we spoke the truth — 
we'll be astounded.” 

Kickoff was 2:15 p.m. The Rose 
Bow! looked its best with stands 
shaped like a horseshoe and a high 
board fence stretched between end 
zones. A row of field boxes in front 
of the wooden seats was decorated 
with the colors of the rival teams. 
Bunting and flags added to the 
atmosphere. 

The goal posts were painted in 
the nwo teams’ colors. One goal was 
striped in red and white, described 
like a pole in front of a barbershop. 
The other goal was trimmed in yel- 
low and black. Pickens told 
reporters to watch how Alabama 
would attack the yellow and black 
goal, the colors of Auburn ar the 
time. 

Reporters filled the press box. 
Close to 150 writers came to cover 
the game. Movie actress Dorothy 
Dan supplied a pregame meal for 
the media, cold cut sandwiches and 
coffee. 

Most of the tans came to cheer 
Alabama, wanting to see an upset. 
Sports writer Warren Brown said 
the prevailing color the stadium was 
red, The women dressed like they 
would for a lawn party. They carried 
light wraps over their arms for use 
when the sun went down, They 
shielded themselves from the bright 
sun with parasols. 

The men carried overcoats and 
left them in the seats to use as cush- 
ions. They watched in shirtsleeves, 
anticipating another hor day, The 
high on New Year's Eve reached 90 
degrees. 

Two bands enrertained the 
crowd before the game. The 
Pasadena Elks entered the field first 
in creamy white uniforms. The first 


song they played, “Dixie,” was in 
honor of the Crimson Tide. The 


Roberts Golden State band fol- 
lowed, led by nwo men dressed in 
yellow knickers and black coats. 
The Roberts band wore white 
trousers with blue coats and white 
hats. They played snappy tunes 
until the teams appeared. 

Writer Harry Culver timed the 
arrival of the Crimson Tide on the 
field down to the minute, precisely 
2:07 p.m. It was Jones who led the 
team out on the field. The team 


The two bands joined together 
at the south end of the stadium to 


play the national anthem as the flag 
was raised. Head referee Walter 
Eckersall blew his whistle for the 
team captains to meet for the coin 
toss. The Crimson Tide won the 
toss and received the opening kick. 
Washington sprinted out to an 
early lead behind the running of 
All-American George Wilson, The 
Huskies led 12-0 at the half, and

wore gray sweatshirts over their 
crimson jerseys in warmups. 
Alabama carried black leather hel- 
mets to put on once the game 
began. 

Alabama wore pale yellow pants 
with no stockings, their socks only 
covering to the tops of the shoe. 
Going stockingless was an easy way 
to beat the heat in the South but a 
rare sight to the fans from 
California. 

Washington entered the stadi- 
um in bright, purple jerseys. Their 
socks were purple and gold. 

Gillis and Brown warmed up by 
punting a ball back and forth. The 
test of the Alabama squad spread 
out and tossed passes around the 
field. Fans identified the players by 
large, white numerals on the back 
of their jerseys. 

Lamphier, the Rose Bowl 
Queen, carried rhe gameball our to 
the officials to begin the game and 
then posed with officials for a pic 
ture. The officials wore white long 
sleeves, white knickers and a black 
belt. They wore black socks and 
shoes. Lamphier wore a white ourfit 
with baby blue trimmings on her 
coat collar. She wore a bonnet. 
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Alabama would have to rally for the 
first time all year for victory. Head 
Linesman George Varnell later 
wrote the Crimson Tide was not 
down, but took the field high step- 
ping, like colts, when Washington 
scored its second rouchdown. 
Varnell said he never saw a time in 
the game when Alabama did not 
think it would win the game. 

The nwo teams retreated to sepa- 
rate end zones at halftime. The 
Alabama players sat on robes they 
wore as a cover on the sideline. The 
Golden State Band entertained the 
crowd, 

The Crimson Tide rallied in the 
third quarter to score 20 points in 
seven minutes and rake a 20-12 lead 
into the final quarter. 

Hubert broke the plane of the 
end zone for the first Alabama score 
ona one-yard run. Bill Buckler con- 
verted the extra-point attempt. 
Buckler kicked the most PATs in 
the South during the 1925 season. 
The Crimson Tide defense held 
Washington on the next possession, 
and the Huskies were forced to 
punt. The Alabama offense worked 
for touchdowns on its next two pos 
sessions. 
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Brown caught wwo long passes to 
put Alabama in the lead. At the 
Alabama 41, Grant Gillis threw a 
34-yard pass to Brown at 
Washington's 25-yard line. Brown 
took the pass and ran the 25 yards 
to complete the 59-yard touchdown 
play. Buckler kicked the extra point. 

The crowd was stunned by the 
long pass plays they had just seen as 
tules discouraged passing the ball 
until 1909. Some news accounts of 
Gillis’ pass play described it as going 
for more yards to set a world record. 
John Levi was regarded at the time 
with throwing the longest pass, a 
62-yard strike for the Haskell 
Indians in 1924. 

Alabama had another aerial 
launch ready. The Crimson Tide 
defense recovered a fumble ar the 
Washington 30-yard line. On first 
down, Hubert threw a 27-yard pass 
to Brown near the goal line. Brown 
made an overtheshoulder catch 
and ran three yards into the end 
zone to add to Alabama's lead, but 
Buckler missed the point after, 

The Crimson Tide's comeback 
stunned reporters and spectators 
alike. In the press box, reporter 
Tom Laird reportedly rurned to his 
colleagues and asked, “How did we 
(the North) win the Civil War?” 

The Alabama offense counted 
on big blocks from the line to set 
up the scores although the line 
struggled early against the larger 
Washington players. Wade coun- 
tered Washington's size by subbing 
in larger lineman. Ben “Hot” Enis 
and Jones subbed in atends. Enis 
had to leave the game in the second 
half with a bloodied nose. Ben 
Hudson replaced Hoyt “Wu” 
Winslet when Winslett went down 
with an injury. With strong block- 
ing, the subs became the unsung 
heroes of the game. 

After the game, Wade pointed 
to the line play as one of the keys to 
the win. 

“One of the features of the 
game was the way Alabama was able 
to gain ground around 
Washington's ends,” Wade said. 
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Wade then told reporters he ser the 

Husky ends up by forcing them to 

play closer to the ball than they had 

all year. 

Wade told reporters after the 
game he gave Hubert the freedom 
to call audibles at the line. Wade 
knew Huskie Elmer Testea and 
Wilson would often line up on one 
side in the secondary, making the 
Washington detense weak to one 
side. Hubert had the option of 
shifting any play to Alabama's 
strong side if he saw the unbalance 
Husky formation. Wade praised 
Hubert’s generalship as “the best he 
had seen”. 

Wilson left the game in the 
third with an injury. He reenrered 
in the fourth to help Washington 
rally, finishing with 128 yards rush- 
ing and nine yards receiving. 
Hubert intercepted Washington's 
final throw as the gun sounded to 
end the game, preserving the 20-19 
Crimson Tide win, Officials called 
one penalty in the game. Neither 
side was flagged for roughness. 

Birmingham Age-Herald writer 
Howard Pill said it seemed forever 
until the field judge fired the gun to 
close the game. Pickens later wrote 
Pill had said the official used his 
hammerless Smith and Wesson. 
When the judge delayed firing the 
gun, Pickens said he started out of 
the press box to yell, “Just throw the 
bleomin’ thing up in the air and 
yell ‘Game's over, before we all die 
of heart failure.” 

Pickens sent Pill the shell from 
the gun and suggested he use the 
“Bartle of Pasadena” memento as a 
teething ring for a future football 
player. 

The first person to congratulate 
Wade after the game was former 
Crimson Tide Assistant Coach 


Tubby Graves, serving at the time as 


an assistant for Washington. Graves 
ran across sidelines to meet with 
Tide coaches and later told 
reporters the best team won. 
Bagshaw declined to meet Wade. 
The two teams put on offensive 
show. The runs and passes added 
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up to 703 yards of total offense in 
the game. The Crimson Tide ran 

for 240 yards and passed for 143, 

finishing with 383 yards. 

“Our team was in the best shape 
it has ever been,” Wade said after- 
ward. “They all fought hard and 
gave their every ounce - | am 
mighty proud of each and every one 
of them.” 

The media praised Wade for his 
effort. Los Angeles writer Braven 
Dyer said the final ourcome did nor 
surprise him. 

“Summing up the how come 
then — it appears thar Wallace 
Wade was a whole lor smarter than 
most people gave him credit for 
being,” Dyer said. “He knew a 
whole lot more about Washington 
than he let on and he knew a whole 
lot more about Washington than 
Washington knew about Alabama.” 

Writers from across the country 
left convinced a Southern school 
could hold its own in any football 
match. Warner said the two teams 
were better than any he saw back 
east that year, New York Herald- 
Tribune sports editor W.O. 
MeGeehan left convinced. 

California Assistant Coach Don 
Nichols said his view of Southern 
football changed because of the 
game. 

“Coach Wallace Wade and his 
Crimson Tide showed the 
Washington Huskies that all 
Southerners are not slow,” Nichols 
said. 


uscaloosa fans rejoiced ar 

he news. The down- 

town area became a 

spontaneous parade site 

and around 7 p.m. over 
2,500 paraded through the streets 
while thousands lined rhe side and 
cheered. Newspapers filled their 
pages with stories of the heroes of 
the game. 

“Tow bad Hubert, Brown and 
Gillis are nied up with prosaic 
school work for the next few 
months,” The Montgomery Advertiser 
said in an edirorial. “Otherwise the 
people might consider electing 
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them to something.” 

The Birmingham Age-Herald 
delayed its press tun for the game's 
end, The paper printed a special 
edition in pink after the game so 
the fans could read the latest. The 
excirement in the state grew. 

“Hats were off to the mighty 
Crimson Tide,” Pill wrote. 
“Collegians and non-collegians and 
thousands who wouldn’t know a 
football game from a cricket match 
paraded rhe streets in large and 
small cities alike in honor of the 
greatest victory ever by a sourhern 
college.” 

University students, home for 
the holidays, jammed the streets of 
Birmingham and put on a celebra- 
tion greater than that of New Year's 
Eve, In Montgomery, state officials 
followed the game in a theater. 

In California, the Crimson Tide 
players celebrated the win at a 
dance held in their honor at the 
Maryland Hotel. The players 
danced with Lampier and other 
California women. 

The team returned to find con- 
pratulatory telegrams waiting at 
their hotel. An extra trunk traveled 
back with team, filled with 
telegrams. Jones and Brown each 
received over 50, Wacle received 
over 300, including one from 
Alabama Governor W.W. Brandon. 
Wade gor cards from as far away as 
Wenatchee, Wash. 

“Congratulations on a great vic- 
tory,” the Wenarchee fan wrote. 
“Had to outyell a gang of 50 
Washington lumberjacks, who were 
backing the Huskies,” 

Auburn President Dr. Spright 
Dowell wired his praise to Denny. 
Wade said the team received more 
telegrams from Auburn than from 
any other school. More praise fol- 
lowed when the Tigers’ student 
newspaper, The Plainsman, wrote 
an editorial after the win, The paper 
said Auburn students were unani- 
mous in their support. 

“Auburn students feel almost as 
proud over the victory as if it had 
been won by a Tiger team,” the 
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paper wrote. “The Tide, in going 
west to do battle with the Purple 
Tornado, represented not only the 
whole University, but the whole 
state, and well did they fulfill heir 
mission. 

“All real loyal Auburnites are 
looking forward to the day when 
the Tide and Tiger can come 
together, for the Plainsmen are itch- 
ing for a chance to beat the ream 
that bear Washington.” 

The Crimson Tide and Tigers 
would not meet again on the foot 
ball field until 1948. 

Fans sent gifts to the university 
for the team. A tree put at the cor- 
ner of Broad Street and Greensboro 
Avenue was designated as a collec 
tion spot. 

The University received a New 
Years’ bonus from the game as the 
Rose Bowl committee made 
$146,000 in gate receipts and gave 
the university a check for $38,000, 

The Tide began the trip home 
Jan. 2 at Shorb Junction, near 
Pasadena, on the 9:20 a.m. train, 
Fourteen cars carried the team. 
Players and coaches filled the trip 
home by relieving the game. 

The Crimson Tide traveled with 
champions of another sport when 
Olympic gold medalists Betty 
Pinkston and Al White rode the 
train to upcoming diving competi- 
tions. Both divers won their medals 
in the 1924 games in Paris, France, 

Alabama took in no sights on 
the way back. Newman wrote, “The 
scenery in Arizona and Texas along 
the Southern Pacific is nothing to 
write home about, Houses are fur- 
ther apart than Rolls-Royces in the 
state of Alabama.” 

Fans gathered at the stations 
where the team stopped in El Pasa 
and Houston, Texas, LaFayette and 
New Orleans, La. and Livingston 
and Akron. 

The celebrating was cut short 
because Denny and Wade wanted 
the players back in time for finals. 
Fans greeted the team in New 
Orleans with a parade on Jan. 4. 
The start of the Georgia Tech- 


Tulane basketball game was delayed 
so everyone could see the returning 
Crimson Tiders. Local merchants 
presented the Crimson Tide with a 
resolution of appreciation and con- 
gratulations. 

Southern Railway and the New 
Orleans mayor delayed the 
Crimson Tide’s next train, sched- 
uled to leave at 8:10 p.m., until the 
team could arrive at the station. 
The cars carrying the team had to 
switch tracks, coming off the Sunset 
Limited of the Southern Pacific 
onto Southern Railway's track. 
Southern Railway provided their 
fastest train to carry Alabama 
home, The team traveled to its con- 
necting station by limousine and 
police escort, 

Two men approached Hubert, a 
senior, and offered him the chance 
tw play pro football for a team in 
New Orleans. The men explained 
next game was against legendary 
Illinois running back Red Grange. 

“LT told them I don't crave pro 
football,” Hubert said. “I had mid- 
year examinations to tackle instead 
of Grange.” 

Denny and Wade delayed arriy- 
ing in Tuscaloosa by stopping in 
Merdian, Miss. They wanted the 
returning victors to meet their 
home city and crowd in the day- 
time. Hubert’s mom joined the 
team’s traveling group, 

The Crimson Tide stopped in 
Akron for brealcfast. The Akron 
Breakfast Committee officially over- 
saw the planning and feeding of the 
team. Livingston Mayor M.E. 
McConnell presented the team 
with a white cake, completed with a 
large "A" made of cherries on top. 

The desserts did not end there. 
Bill Little, captain of Alabama’s first 
football team, presented the current 
captain, Bruce Jones, with a white 
cake with red icing. The icing on 
top said, “From the captain of the 
1892 football team to the captain of 
the 1925 football team.” The icing 
around the side of the cake said 
“Crimson Tide” and “University of 


Alabama.” 
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Well fed, the Crimson Tide 
boarded the train and traveled the 
final miles to Tuscaloosa. They 
arrived at the A,G\S. Station in 
downtown at 8 a.m. 

The Tuscaloosa Chamber of 
Commerce planned the welcoming 
party. J.C. Persons raised donations 
for a parade on the Crimson Tide's 
arrival. Fans and local businesses 
gave mostly in amounts under $25.

Decorated cars carried the 
team’s parents and sponsors. The 
mothers wore yellow chrysanthe- 
mums on their blouses. 

Cheerleaders led special cheers 
for every player. Tuscaloosa fans pre- 
sented the players with 17-jewel 
Hamilton watches. Supporters gave 
Denny a new pipe, jesting that the 
old one had surely suffered in the 
excitement of the game. Wade,

Two donations were made for $50, 
and the Kaul Lumber Co, gave 
$200. 

Boy scouts and police officers 
began the morning clearing the 
roads of automobiles, City trucks 
washed the streets clean. The fans 
gathered early in anticipation of the 
return. 

The city of Tuscaloosa shut 
down for the celebration. Heavy 
rain fell the night before, but thar 
did not prevent supporters from 
decorating the streets and store- 
fronts. Flags covered the business 
district. Bankers, clerks, printers, 
bricklayers and kids were all excused 
from work to attend the celebra- 
tion, 

An estimated 10,000 citizens 
greeted the team. Alabama rode on 
the tops of wagons from the station 
to the flagpole at the corner of 
Broad Street and Greensboro 
Avenue. University freshmen pulled 
the wagons, but received help from 
the crowd. It took over an hour for 
the parade to travel the three- 
fourths mile because the fans ran 
up to meet the players as the wag- 
ons went by. 
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Hubert, Jones, Brown and Barnes 
all spoke and thanked the crowd. 

People could not get enough of 
the newest college power. 
VandeGraaff accepted a coaching 
job at Colorado College a few weeks 
after Alabama returned, He had 
coached the freshmen of the 
Crimson Tide for the last three 
years. Pickens published a summary 
account of the trip west, entitled 
“The Will to Win,” about two 
months after the season. The book- 
let was just over 20 pages long, 
trimmed in crimson with cream-col- 
ored pages. 

Alabama did make its way out 
across the state after finals in the 
middle of January. Hubert spoke for 
30 minutes in Birmingham ata 
Birmingham Alumni Association 
dinner. Brown went home to 
Dothan and received a hero's wel- 
come. Hundreds of citizens and a 
band welcomed him as his train 
pulled into the station. 

The Crimson Tide won its repu- 
tation. No longer would Alabama 
football be a secret and a tradition 
of championships and bowl games 
was born.

Bryant-Denny Stadium 
Host’s First 
Alabama-Auburn Game 


Bryant-Denny Stadium is poised for another 
tun at history. The legendary home of the 
University of Alabama football team will wel- 
come the state's top sporting event to its natural 
surface this fall as the Crimson Tide hosts the 
Auburn Tigers. 

The game, scheduled for Saturday, Nov. 18, 
will mark the first-ever meeting at Bryant- 
Denny Stadium between these two football 
rivals. CBS Sports will also be on hand to tele- 
vise this historic game to a national audience. 

Alabama and Auburn have played football in 
Tuscaloosa prior to the 2000 season, but the last 
meeting was 99 years ago and Bryant-Denny 
Stadium did not exist. In fact, the games were 
played on the University Quadrangle before 
moving to what is now called Bryant-Denny 
Stadium in 1920, 

The excitement of this year's meeting will 
overshadow the fact that Alabama was shutout 
in the two previous Tuscaloosa meetings against 
the Tigers. 

The first meeting took place Nov. 23, 1895 
with both team sharing identical 0-4 records. 
Auburn won a lopsided affair, 48-0. Newspaper 
accounts of that game are very scarce, but 
Auburn quarterback Reynolds Tichenor, who 


| later became a prominent football official, was 


clearly the star of the game. 

The Birmingham Age Herald had this to say 
about the 1895 game, "It was apparent to the 
spectators that when the two teams came on the 
field, Auburn greatly outclassed the University 
team in a matter of size and when the playing 
began it was a battle of seasoned veterans against 
fresh recruits. The University boys put up a 
plucky game, but it was to no avail...Auburn 
drove through the University line for touchdown 
after touchdown." 

Most of the newspaper space was dedicated 
to the post-game party and dance that took place 
at Wood's Hall the evening following the game. 

The Herald added, "The game was played in 
Tuscaloosa, and even though the home town 
Crimsons got crushed, nobody could accuse 
them of being spoilsports. The University boys 
gave a brilliant hop in the red “Mess Hall” in 
honor of their victorious rivals. In the elaborate 
decorations of the hall, the Orange and Blue of 
the visitors was just as much in evidence as the 
Crimson and White of the home team." 

The Birmingham, Montgomery and 
Tuscaloosa papers gave only brief accounts and 
no details or statistics on the game. The Mobile 
Register gave generous coverage to the Yale- 
Princeton and Penn-Harvard games, but failed to 
even mention the Alabama-Auburn game.

After only four meetings, the two schools had 
a few unspecified disagreements and the series 
would not resume until 1900. Auburn won that 
game at Montgomery's Riverside Park, 53-5, on 
Noy. 17. 

The 1901 game almost didn't take place and 
after the outcome, Alabama would likely have 
preferred that they hadn't played at all. After 
several months of negotiations, the contract for 
the 1901 game was not finalized until six days 
before the two teams played in Tuscaloosa. 

The series returned to Tuscaloosa on Nov. 15, 
1901 with Auburn claiming a 17-0 victory. Tiger 
quarterback Matt Sloan was the star of the game 
scoring the first two touchdowns and adding an 
extra point as the Tigers took an 11-0 lead. 
Auburn's W, FH. Guinn capped the scoring with a 
35-yard run and Sloan's extra point made the 
final score 17-0. 

C.M. Pearce, a native of Winfield, was the 
starting right tackle for the Crimson Tide in the 
48-0 loss in 1895. Besides the fact that he start- 
ed for the Crimson Tide in the first Alabama- 
Auburn game played in Tuscaloosa, Pearce also 
played for both Alabama and Auburn. Pearce 
played for the Tide from 1894-95 before moving 
to Auburn for the 1896 and 1897 seasons. 

Mr. Pearce's history did not stop there. He 
had two sons to play college football, one at 
Alabama and one at Auburn. 

James Pearce, the oldest of the Pearce broth- 
ers, played at Auburn from 1920-22, while his 
younger brother, Clark "Babe" Pearce, starred 
for the Crimson Tide from 1926-28. Clark 
Pearce was was a member of the Crimson Tide's 
1926 national championship team, He even had 
a hand in the Crimson Tide's game with Stanford 


in the Jan. 1, 1927 Rose Bowl. Leading 7-0, 
Stanford lined up for a game-clinching field 
goal, but Pearce blocked the Cardinal kick 
attempt. The Crimson Tide then drove the length 
of the field for the tying touchdown as Alabama 
completed its second straight undefeated season 
(9-0-1) and second consecutive national champi- 
onship. 

Just about everyone knows of the rich histo- 
ry and tradition associated with the Alabama- 
Auburn series, but some people may not be 
aware that the rivalry was discontinued for more 
than 40 years in the first half of the century. A 
few seemingly minor disagreements between the 
teams resulted in the series being cancelled in 
1908. Following a 6-6 tie in 1907 the two teams 
would not meet again until 1948, 

Though there are myths about fighting and 
other violence necessitating a dismissal of the 
series, the truth is that only problems between 
the two teams emerged over the referee and per 
diem money for the players. 

In winning the 1906 game, Alabama used an 
offensive formation that Auburn head coach 
Mike Donahue declared illegal. Coach J.W.H. 
Pollard introduced the "military formation", 
which defeated Auburn 10-0. Auxford Burks 
scored all 10 points in the Crimson Tide's 10-0 
victory. Auburn also protested the game, main- 
taining that T.S.Sims, Alabama's lefi guard, was 
an illegal player. 

The following year, Pollard introduced the 
"varsity two-step", 

"Well, this formation is a double first cousin 
of its predecessor," Pollard said in describing the 
play. "The team is divided into three parts. The 
left side of the line joins hands behind the line 
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and the right side does likewise. The center 
faces the backfield. The line skips back into 
position and the backs follow to either the right 
or to the left at the signal of the quarterback. 
There is an element of surprise in the play that 
results in the confusion on the part of the 
defense. And end run, a line plunge or any kind 
of play can be run from this formation. Alabama 
used this formation repeatedly during the second 
half and it gained every time except once when a 
fumble occurred. One sports writer in describing 
the formation said, "Tt is as fancy and as dainty 
as the minuet." 

The 1907 game ended in a 6-6 tie, and so did 
the rivalry for the next 41 years. 

Auburn insisted that their next meeting be 
officiated by an umpire from outside the South, 
Alabama thought this request to be ludicrous, 
and that became the first matter of disagreement 
between the two schools. 

The second conflict, which was over per 
diem, essentially amounted to $33. Each team 
was allowed 22 players on its roster. Auburn 
wanted each player to receive $3.50. while 
Alabama thought the amount should be only two 
dollars. 

After arguing for several months over these 
two matters, the teams finally reached a compro- 
mise and decided not to play in 1908. By this 
point, however, their schedules had been set for 
the season, and neither team's opponents were 
willing to move. Alabama suggested playing the 
game after Thanksgiving, but Auburn's Board of 
Trustees would not allow them to play beyond 
the holiday. 

Thus, the game was not played in 1908, and 
it was not placed on the schedule the following 
year. Attempts to revive the game in 19] 1], 1919, 
1932 and 1944 all failed. Finally, in the spring of 
1948, behind the initiative of Alabama President 
John Galilee, an agreement was reached to 
resume the series in Birmingham that fall, 

Prior to the game, student body presidents 
Gilis Cammock of Alabama and Willie Johns of 
Auburn participated in a symbolic "burying of 
the hatchet" ceremony at Woodrow Wilson Park 
in Birmingham. The two teams rekindled their 
rivalry at Legion Field on Dec. 4, 1948 and have 
now played annually since then, 

The game drew so much attention that NBC 
Radio carried the game live with Bill Stern pro- 
viding play-by-play. Locally, the game became 
the first {elevised contest in the state as hundreds 
watched via closed circuit from Persons Armory 
near Legion Field. 

Alabama won easily, 55-0, the largest margin 
of victory in series history. Herb Hannah (father 
of three future UA players including All- 
American and NFL Hall of Famer, John) recoy- 
ered an Auburn fumble at the Tigers 23-yard line 
and four plays later, Tide quarterback Gordon 
Pettus threw an eight-yard TD pass to Butch

Avinger. Bama's Ed Salem threw three TD pass- 
es and scored on a 17-yard run. 

The game also marked the first presentation 
of the Omicron Delta Trophy, which traditional- 
ly resis in the possession of the winner of the 
Alabama-Auburn game, 

On July 13, 1948, the two circles of Omicron 
Delta Kappa, national leadership honor society 
from the University of Alabama and Auburn 
University joined together to sponsor a trophy 
devoted to sportsmanship between the two uni- 
versities, The ODK-James E. Foy V 
Sportsmanship Trophy is a tradition, which sym- 
bolizes the good relationship between the two 
schools. Originally the trophy was displayed in 
Birmingham in Loveman's store window the 
week prior to the football game between the two 
universities, 

Then, in a parade preceding the game, the 
trophy would be carried in a convertible with the 
Omicron Delta Kappa presidents from each 
school on either side. The parade was stopped in 
the 1960s but the trophy has continued to be 
awarded every year at halftime of the Alabama- 
Auburn basketball game on winners’ home court. 
The trophy remains in their care until next year's 
presentation takes place. 

In January 1978. the trophy was dedicated to 
Dean James E. Foy, V upon his retirement as the 
Dean of Student Affairs at Auburn University. 
He began serving in that position in 1950 after 
serving as Assistant Dean of Students at the 
University of Alabama. 

Currently, Alabama holds a 36-26-1 series 
lead. 

Auburn's Jordan-Hare Stadium has hosted 
the game five times in the lasi decade. The first 
historic meeting on the Plains took place Dec, 2, 
1989 with the Tigers claiming a 30-20 win over 
the previously unbeaten Crimson Tide. 

Alabama made a little history of its own in 
1999. snapping a four-game losing streak on the 
Plains with a resounding 28-17 win at Jordan- 
Hare Stadium. Shaun Alexander's three, fourth 
quarter touchdowns lifted the Crimson Tide to its 
second straight win over the Tigers and first at 
Auburn, 

Now the series moves back to Tuscaloosa 
and has its sights set on the this historic meeting 
at Bryant-Denny Stadium, another first in the 
long line of rich tradition that has become 
Alabama football.

Eli Gold returns for his 12th 
season as the play-by-play voice 
of Crimson Tide football, Gold, 
the 1993 and 1999 “Alabama 
Sportscaster of the Year," is a 29- 
year veteran of the broadcast 
business. His credits include: 
nine years behind the microphone 
calling professional hockey, a 
stint in minor league baseball 
with the Southern League's 
Birmingham Barons, and two 
decades af work with NASCAR, 
calling the action as the "Voice of 
NASCAR" on radio for the 
Motor Racing Network (MRN) 
and on television with The 
Nashville Network (TNN) and 
CBS. Gold is in his 13th year 
with the University, as he took 
over the play-by-play duties for 
Alabama basketball in 1988. 

Ken Stabler is back for his 
third year with the Crimson Tide 
Sports Network serving as the 
color analyst, "Snake" lettered at 
the Capstone form 1965-67, and 
during his time in Tuscaloosa, the 
Crimson Tide won three 
Southeastern Conference titles 
('64-66) and back-to-back 
National Championships in 1964 
and '65. Stabler was a first-team 
AIL-SEC and All-American quar- 
terback as a senior in 1967. 
Following his stellar collegiate 
career, Stabler went on to star in 
the NFL, winning the Super 


Bowl in 1977 with the Oakland 
Raiders. He played a total of 15 
seasons (1970-84) with the 
Raiders, Houston Oilers and New 
Orleans Saints.

ALUMNI SCHOLARSHIPS- 
Scholarships awarded through the 
National Alumni Association 
continue to increase each acade- 
mic year, For the 1999-2000 aca- 
demic year, the Association fund- 
ed over $2.2 million in scholar- 
ship assistance to approximately 
850 students at the undergraduate 
and graduate levels. Alumni 
Scholarships are funded from the 
Association's operating budget of 
unrestricted contributions and 
from interest generated on over 
200 scholarship endowments. 


CHAPTER DEVELOPMENT- 
Across the nation, 114 alumni 
chapters and clubs support the 
Alumni Association and the 
University by hosting events, 
recruiting students and raising 
money for local scholarships. 
Chapter activities range from pre- 
game pep rallies to dinner recep- 
tions for UA officials. During the 
1998-99 fiscal year, 53 chapters 
contributed $450,397 to chapter 
scholarship endowments, which 
the NAA matched at 50% from 
the proceeds of collegiate car tag 
sales. Through endowed and non- 
endowed scholarships, alumni 
chapters awarded $216,572 to 
198 students for this academic 
year. 


ALUMNI FUND- 

The Association has approxi- 
mately 32,000 annual donors and 
will end the 1999-00 fiscal year 
with more than $2.4 million in 
unrestricted income. On March 
16, 1998, the NAA opened the 
Crimson Calling Center. The cen- 
ter provides a telemarketing 
method of raising unrestricted 
funds for the Association. The 
Crimson Pride MasterCard and 
The University of Alabama Visa 
card continue to generate strong 
growth in revenue to the 
Association with more than 
$450,000 raised this year. The 
annual percentage rate is a very 
competitive (prime rate plus 3%) 
and there is no annual fee. In 
1998. MCL WorldCom and the 
Association joined together in a 
new partnership, which offers 
alumni and friends the opportuni- 
ty to save money on local and 


long distance calls while support- 
ing the Association's scholarship 
fund. This program is expected to 
generate $50,000 in the year 
2000. The Association plans to 
develop a partnership with a 
company that will create an NAA 
Internet Portal that alumni and 
friends will be able to access for

Coliseum, the Paul W. Bryant Museum 
offers over 100 years of Alabama football histo- 
ry. Casual visitors and sports scholars alike find 
the 16,000-square-foot facility a "must see" 
attraction. The Museum hosts over 40,000 visi- 
tors each year making it a major tourist attrac- 
tion for Tuscaloosa. Drawn by the strong tradi- 
tion of Alabama football, many visitors’ initial 
contact with the University of Alabama is 
through the Bryant Museum experience. The 
Bryant Museum's audience is composed not 
only of the casual tourists but also includes 
University alumni and donors, educators and 
coaches, University faculty and staff, school 
children and the general public. 

The media, the public and researchers have 
grown to look to the Bryant Museum as a reli- 
able source of images and information. The 
staff answers over 50 request for information 
each month. These inquiries range from 4th 
grade students working on Alabama history 
projects to professional writers, producers and 
media outlets.

game highlights as announced by the Alabama 
Radio Network. The Museum's exhibit,

those behind the scenes of the Alabama tradi- 
tion. One of the most prominent pieces exhibit- 
ed is a bronze bust of Coach Paul "Bear" 
Bryant by Blair Buswell who sculpts busts of 
Pro Football Hall of Fame honorees. Another 
fan favorite "The Sack" by renowned sports 


Bennett's famous tackle of Notre Dame's quar- 
terback in 1986. 1998 marked the 10th 
Anniversary of the Paul W. Bryant Museum. 
To kickoff the celebration the Museum opened 
a new exhibit, Before Mama Called: Growing 
Toward Greatness. Concentrating on Bryant's 


head coach in 1958, the display gives insight 
into the events that shaped the Bryant legend. 

The first decade of service by the Bryant 
Museum was one of growth, dedication to the 
Crimson Tide heritage and honor for the people 
who made the history that it interprets. Those

This 
year’s team will have just as 
much talent, but those players 
who will provide leadership 
roles must step forward. 

But with 16 scholarship 
seniors on the roster, there 
should be ample opportunity 
in a schedule that takes the 
Tide from UCLA and the 
Rose Bowl on opening day, to 
a visit by Auburn in 
Tuscaloosa for the first time 
in almost a century. After 
playing the nation’s toughest 
schedule in 1999, the Tide 
must again face a season that 
takes the Tide on the road to 
UCLA, Arkansas, Tennessee, 


LSU and 
Mississippi State. 

“There is no question that 
our players are looking for- 
ward to that opening game in 
the Rose Bowl against 
UCLA,” DuBose said during 
the summer. “Alabama has a 
great history in the Rose 
Bowl and our fans are excited 
about returning to that game, 
too. But, playing those other 
four teams on the road will be 
a challenge. 

“This may have been the 
best off-season program 
we've had,” DuBose said, 
“we’ve had a number of play- 
ers improve dramatically in 
the weight room.” 


Alabama 
heads into the 
2000 season 
with a coach- 
ing staff that 
is Intact 
from last 
year, the 
first time 
that has 
happened 
since 
1995 and 
with that continuity 
comes consistency. 

“Tam very pleased to have 
the staff back,” DuBose 
offered, “but we won’t be 
able to keep it together forev- 
er. Our coaches know if we 
keep improving that other 
opportunities will open for 
them.”

Zow threw for 
1,799 yards and 12 
touchdowns last 
season while hit- 
ting 56 percent of 
his passes.

attempts (Sth on the career 
list), 291 completions (6th) 
and 3,768 yards (7th). 

Watts played in 10 games

Gone is record-setting 
Shaun Alexander but enough 
talent returns to, on paper, 
make this a solid position. 

But a rash of 


injuries during spring training 
cast a shadow that could be 
cause for concern. 

“We have enough talent to 
be good at the tailback spot,” 
DuBose says, “but the rash of 
injuries is of concern. At the 
start of spring practice, I 
thought this would be a solid 
position for us, but we'll have 
to wait and see how everyone 
is when they return. If every- 
one is healthy, this should be 
a bright spot.” 

Senior Shaun Bohanon 
(6-2, 215) was the Tide’s No.

lems. Back-up Marvin 
Brown (6-0, 252, Jr.) 
missed spring practice, 
but should return. 

McClintock is an 
excellent runner, but has been 


utilized more for his blocking. 


He had 37 rushes for 157 
yards and one TD and caught 
six passes for 69 yards and 
another TD. 

Brown, a devastating 
blocker, played in every game 
last year, but carried the ball 
just three times for six yards. 

Also on hand will be 
Gresham Oliver (5-9, 205, 
Fr.) and Jason Williams (5- 
11, 240, Fr.). 


RECEIVERS 

Quality abounds in the 
Tide receiving corps, but 
quantity will be a commodi- 
ty that will have to develop. 
Shamari Buchanan is the 
only player with significant 
playing time lost from last 
year, while a bevy of talent- 
ed players return in 2000, 
led by preseason All- 
America, do-it-all selection 
Freddie Milons (5-11, 188, 
Jr.) who set the school sin- 
gle season receiving record 
with 65 catches a year ago. 
Milons earned several pre- 
season All-America honors. 
He was also the Tide’s punt 
(29 for 282, 1 TD) and kick- 
off (11 for 237) return man 
and played a little quarterback 
(3-of-4 for 81 yards and 1 
TD). Also looking for playing 


time in the rotation at split 
end will be Sam Collins (6-1, 
184, So.) and transfer 
Michael James (5-11, 170, 
Jr.) who opened some eyes 
with his blazing speed during 
spring practice. Collins 
worked his way into the rota- 
tions last year and finished 
with five catches for 25 yards. 
He made significant progress 
during spring drills. James, 
who sat out last year as a 


transfer, will bring outstand- 
ing speed to the receiver posi- 
tion, a dimension the Tide has 
lacked in recent years. Also 
on hand will be Dennis 
Bonga ( 6-3, 191, So), Rob 
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Egan 
(6-4, 209, So.), John 

Mark Harrison (5-11, 173, 
Fr.), John Gartman (6-4,

Draper was shifted from 
defense prior to the ‘99 sea- 
son and when the Tide went 
into a double tight end set last 
year, he was the man. He 
played in every game and had 
a start against Mississippi 
State. Sanders played in 10 
games last season. Others 
looking for playing time at

Alabama will not be 
devoid of talent on the defen- 
sive line, but there are still 
several questions that must be 
answered, including how sev- 
eral key players return from 
injury. Kindal Moorehead 
(6-3, 293, Jr.), Kenny King 
(6-4, 270, So.) and Kenny 
Smith (6-5, 289, Sr.) return as 
starters. Moorehead and King 
combined for 89 tackles and 
11 sacks for 103 yards last 
year and both will return this 
season to their accustomed 
starting roles. Moorehead suf- 
fered a knee injury during 
spring break, but has recov- 
ered and should be ready for 
action. On the inside, Kenny 
Smith returns to his starting 
left tackle spot, despite suffer- 
ing a knee injury in the LSU 
game that kept him out of 
action for the final four games 
last year.

LINEBACKERS 


This is another position 
that was beset by injuries last 
season and several questions 
remain, primarily concerning 
the return of freshman All- 
SEC middle linebacker 
Marvin Constant (6-1, 245, 
So.). He sustained a devastat- 
ing knee injury on the final 
play of the LSU game and has 
spent his time since that game 
rehabilitating his knee. The 
other returnee is weak line- 
backer Saleem Rasheed (6-3, 
222, So.) who was the SEC’s 
freshman “Defensive Player 
of the Year” after leading the 
Tide in tackles with 84. He 
also had 11 tackles behind the 
line (8 TBLs and 3 sacks). 
Rasheed was a preseason 
Playboy All-America selec- 
tion. Gone is starter Miguel 
Merritt from the strong line- 
backer slot, but Darius 
Gilbert (6-2, 240, Jr.) had an 
excellent spring and should 
step into that role. 

Providing back-up in the 
middle will be Victor Ellis 
(6-2, 231, Jr.) and Aries 
Monroe (6-2, 232, Jr.) a 
junior college transfer who 


was able to participate in 
spring drills. At strong line- 
backer, Adam Cox (6-1, 223, 
| Jr.) and Cory Bryan (6-1, 
224, Jr.) will be available for 
back-up. Other players avail- 
able at linebacker will be 
Nick Ridings (6-0, 241, Fr.)

After starting 
the season with only two 
interceptions in the first seven 
games (both by Lewis), the 
Tide secondary erupted for 14 
interceptions in the last five 
games, including a season- 
high four against Florida in 
the SEC title game. Lewis and 
Myles ended the season with 
five interceptions each, while 
Spencer had three. 

Although all four starters 
return, there is ample back-up 
help available. At the left cor- 
nerback slot, Shontua Ray 
(5-10, 204, Jr.) had experi- 
ence, while Kecalf Bailey (5- 
10, 168, Sr.) and Hirchel 
Bolden (5-10, 197, So.) will 
be available on the right side. 
At the safety position, Jason

We won an 
SEC Championship and 
played in a BCS bowl game. 
“If we were where we need- 
ed to be, we would have fin- 
ished 13-0 last year and won a 
national championship.” 
DuBose continues to stress 
that he is committed to doing 
the things “we believe in.” 


“Our goals have not changed. 
Everyone else might set goals 
to win seven or eight games, 
but those aren’t Alabama’s 
goals. We're developing a pro- 
gram that will allow us to com- 
pete for a national champi- 
onship on a yearly basis. 

“T really like where we’re 
headed,” DuBose added. 

And if recruiting is any 
indication of the path DuBose 
is taking, then things are in 
pretty good shape, The Tide 
was ranked among the nation’s 
top-five in recruiting in just 
about every poll following last 
year’s recruiting season. 

After spending 21 years as 
an assistant coach, he was 
named the 23rd head football 
coach at the University of 
Alabama on December 9, 
1996. 

“My standing here today is 
proof of two things.” DuBose 
said before a packed press con- 
ference, “One, that dreams do 
come true and | hope every 
young person in Alabama and 
around the country hears about 
this or reads about it, It sends a 
message to not be afraid to 
dream, And don’t be afraid to 
dream big, because if you work 
hard and be patient, dreams do 
come true. Secondly, and most 
importantly, is proves that 
prayer does work. | am con- 
vinced that I am standing here 
today because of prayer.” 

When he accepted the job, 


DuBose became the first 
Alabama native to head the 
Tide program in modern times 
and the first since Paul “Bear” 
Bryant to have been associated 
with Alabama as a player, 
assistant coach and then head 
coach. 

A tough-minded and disci- 
plined coach, DuBose brings 
that quality, plus a deep love 
for the institution, to the posi- 
tion. 

“We will win,” DuBose 
said, “but we want to win with 
class. | am aware of the expec- 
tations here. That’s a constant. 
The way you do things can 
change. Coach Bryant changed 
the way he did things. But the 
one thing that never changes is 
the expectations. 

“T don’t think a day goes by 
that I don’t think about coach 
Bryant. He taught us a lot 
about football and he taught us 
a lot about life. I’m a better 
person today because of him. | 
wish he was here so I could say 
‘thank you.”” 

In the summer of 1997, 
DuBose implemented a series 
of charity golf tournaments 
around the state to raise funds 
for a variety of Alabama chari- 
ties. The tour was expanded in 
1998 and DuBose and his fam- 
ily hand-picked the charities 
that the proceeds will benefit. 
Funds from the tour will bene- 
fit the American Cancer 
Society, the Alabama Kidney 
Foundation, the Alabama Child 
Caring Foundation, Ronald

DuBose, a native of Opp. 
Alabama, is a graduate of Opp 
High School and a 1974 gradu- 
ate of Alabama. He went on to 
earn his Master’s Degree in 
1975 before embarking on a 
21-year career that stretched 
| from being a graduate assistant 
for Bryant, to the high school, 
college and professional ranks. 
In 13 years coaching at 


Alabama, 

he has been a graduate assis- 
tant, defensive line coach, 
defensive coordinator and head 
coach, 

A standout athlete at Opp, 
DuBose was a two-sport letter- 
man, helping Opp to a 30-8-3 
record in football while also 
earning four varsity letters, He 
also lettered in baseball, hitting 
.606 as a catcher. 

DuBose was a star defender 
for the 1972-74 Crimson Tide 
teams that posted a 32-4-0 
record, His teams won three 
SEC championships and a 
national title in 1973. During 
his playing career, he had 129 
primary tackles, 71 assists, 26 
stops behind the line for 155 
yards, caused eight fumbles, 
had six fumble recoveries and 
three pass break-ups. He was 
selected “SEC Lineman of the 
Week” in 1972 and 1973. 

Following his graduation 
from Alabama in 1974, 
DuBose remained to earn his 
Master’s degree and coach as. a 
graduate assistant. He then 
became an assistant coach at 
Fairhope High School from 
1976-77, before becoming ath- 
letics director and head football 
coach at Prattville High School 
from 1978-79, 

He then joined Bill Oliver 
as defensive line coach at 


Tennessee- 


Chattanooga from 1980-81 and 


_ then spent a season as defen- 


sive line coach at Southern 
Miss. In 1983, he returned to 
Alabama when Ray Perkins 
became head coach following 
the retirement and subsequent 
death of Paul Bryant. 

DuBose left with Perkins in 
1987 and coached defensive 
line for three years with the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers. 

He returned to Alabama in 
1990 with Gene Stallings and 
helped fashion a defense that 
was ranked 8th or better in 
rushing defense a total of four 
times, including the nation’s 
best rushing defense mark in 
1992. During that national 
championship season, the Tide 
allowed just 55.0 yards per 
game rushing, easily the 
nation’s best mark. He was 
selected the SEC Working 
Coach of the Year in 1994 by 
the Birmingham Touchdown 
Club. 

DuBose has supplied the 
NFL with five, first-round draft 
picks, Emanuel King, 1985; 
Jon Hand, 1986; Cornelius 
Bennett, 1987; and John 
Copeland and Eric Curry, 
1992. Both Bennett and Curry 


| finished in the Top-10 in 


Heisman Trophy balloting. He 


has coached five players to 


first-team All-America status, 
while 10 others have earned 
All-SEC honors. Bennett won 
the Lombardi Award, symbolic 
as the nation’s outstanding 
lineman, in 1986. 

As a player, DuBose partici- 
pated in three bowl games and 
nine as a coach. He has been 
part of two national champi- 
onship teams, four SEC cham- 
pionships and four SEC 
Western Division champi- 
onship teams. 

Born January 5, 1953, 
DuBose is married to the for- 
mer Polly Ann Martin, his high 
school sweetheart.

Alabama, he played five differ- 
ent positions during his years 
on the team. His duties today 
include teaching the Crimson 
Tide offensive line in practice 
and developing the team’s 
overall gameplan to be run on 
gameday. 

Long known for his out- 
standing ability to teach, 
Callaway was responsible for 
helping mold Chris Samuels 
into the nation’s top lineman 
and No. 3 overall pick in this 
year’s NFL draft.

DuBose held Johnson's job 
before becoming head coach in 
1997. He chose his successor 
after a careful search and has 
not looked back since. Johnson 
is now in his fourth year since 
he returned to the Capstone. 
He coached the linebackers in 
his first tenure from 1990-93. 

A veteran of over two 
decades in the coaching profes- 
sion, Johnson has long been 
recognized as one of the 
nation's best defensive coordi- 
nators and linebacker coaches. 
During his first stay at 
Alabama, his linebackers were 
key to the Crimson Tide's No. 
1-ranked defense that led the 
team to a National 
Championship in 1992. In that 
championship campaign, 
Alabama's defense led the SEC 
in every statistical category and 
led the nation in total defense 
and rushing defense. 

Johnson began his coaching 
career at his alma mater, The 
Citadel, in 1975 as the defen- 
sive ends coach. He moved 
from The Citadel to Gaffney 
(S.C.) High School (1976-78)

| won national championships, in 1964, 1965, 1973. 1978, 1979 and 1992 with 


al Moore, 60, was named Athletics 
Director at The University of Alabama on 
Noy. 23, 1999, capping 27 years of ser- 
vice to The University. Moore, a well-known figure in athletic circles, brings a 
vision of championships and success to the office of athletics director. 

"Coach Bryant was successful, in great part, because he had a plan," Moore 
said. "I have firm concepts and ideas that | am ready to implement for the 
department.” 

One of Moore’s first priorities was to institute a five-year facilities and 
endowment initiative, the Crimson Tradition Fund. He also emphasized the 
importance of upgrading the Tide’s athletic facilities with particular emphasis 
on creating a state-of-the-art academic center housed in the former Bryant Hall. 

Coaching football for 3] years, 22 of those at Alabama, has allowed Moore 
to work with a diversified field of people, from fellow coaches to former play- 
ers, to fans and the business community. Alabama capitalized on that back- 
ground, and Moore's popularity, by naming him as Associate Director for 
External Affairs in 1994, a position that required constant travel to speaking 
engagements around the Southeast. Moore joined the administration in 1993 as 
an assistant athletics director. 

As a player and coach at Alabama, Moore was part of seven national cham- 
pionships, 14 SEC Championships, and 27 bowl trips. 

A 1963 graduate of the University of Alabama, Moore has both an under- 
graduate degree in Sociology and a 1964 Master's Degree in Secondary 
Education from the Capstone. A scholarship player for Coach Paul Bryant, 
Moore was a member of Alabama's 1961 national championship team. 

As a coach, Moore served as Bryant's graduate assistant in 1964 and then 
Alabama's defensive backfield coach from 1965-70. He served as the Tide's 
quarterback’s coach from 1971-82 and from 1975-82 took on the additional 
responsibility and elevated role as the Tide's offensive coordinator. Alabama 


Moore coordinating all the offensive plays for the last four of those champi- 
onship teams. He is the only man connected with the Alabama coaching staffs, 
past and present, who was a member of all seven of those titles. In addition to 
Alabama, he made coaching stops at Montana State, Notre Dame and the NFL’s 
Phoenix Cardinals. 

Born December 19, 1939 in Dozier, Alabama, Moore has been married to the 
former Charlotte Davis of Tuscaloosa since July 20, 1968. They have one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Steve (Heather) Cook of Scottsdale, Arizona and one granddaughter, 
Anna Lee.

Southeastern Conference Football- —— 


n the ever-changing world of intercollegiate 
athletics, the tradition of excellence in the 
Southeastern Conference has remained 
constant. 

When the SEC was formed in 1933, college 
football was still in its infancy. Numbers on uni- 
forms were not yet mandatory and helmets were 
optional. If there was more than one incomplete 
pass in a team's series, thal team was penalized 
five yards. 

One year later, in 1934 - before the advent of 
the Associated Press and United Press 
International polls - an SEC team, Alabama, was 
named a national football champion by four rat- 
ing services - Dunkel, Houlgate, Poling and 
Williamson. 

The SEC began play in 1933 with 13 teams, 
10 of which continue to play today in the league. 
Only Georgia Tech, Tulane and Sewanee have 
dropped from the SEC since then and two 
schools - South Carolina and Arkansas - were 
added before the 1992 season. 

It's this consistency that has made the 
Southeastern Conference a leader in college 
football, 

SEC rivalries are some of the most revered in 
the country. Auburn and Georgia have met on 
the gridiron 103 mes, Ole Miss and Mississippi 
State have battled 96 times. Kentucky and 
Tennessee have played 95 times and Tennessee 
and Vanderbilt have met 93 times, And, rivalries 
like Alabama-Auburn, Georgia-Florida and 
Alabama-Tennessee are considered the fiercest 
in college football. 

The SEC has maintained its place as one of 
the top conferences in college football by its 
vision and leadership. The SEC was the first to 
have a conference championship game, the first 
to have its own national television package and 
the first to have seven post-season bowl tie-ins. 

Winning - on and off the field of play - is 
another SEC trademark. Since 1951, SEC teams 
have won 14 national championships, including 
Tennessee's in 1998. The 12 schools currently in 
the SEC have appeared in 300 post-season bowl 
games - the most of any conference in the coun- 
try. The SEC has posted a winning non-confer- 
ence record every year since 1933 with the 
exception of one season (1979), 

Off the field, 1,228 football players made the 
SEC Academic Honor Roll in the 1990s, The 
SEC has had 120 of its own football student-ath- 
letes named to the Academic All-America first 
team since 1954. And, in 1998-99, Georgia's 
Matt Stinchcomb was named the GTE Academic 
All-American of the Year. 

The NCAA Postgraduate Scholarship, given 
to student-athletes who maintain a cumulative 
3.0 grade point average during their collegiate 
careers and perform with distinction in varsity 
football, has been awarded to 63 former SEC 
gridiron standouts. 


NOTES 

** For the [9th straight season, the SEC recorded 
the largest total attendance figure of any confer- 
ence in the nation. In 1999, over 5.4 million fans 
passed through the turnstiles at SEC stadiums. A 
total of 5.433.552 fans attended 77 home games 
in 1999, an average of 70,566, also tops in the 
nation. SEC stadiums were filled to an average 
of 98.7 percent of capacity for each home game 
in 1999, also highest in the nation. 


** The SEC distributed approximately $68.5 mil- 
lion to the 12 league institutions in the revenue 
sharing plans for the 1998-99 fiscal year. The 
figure is the highest in league history. The 
monies are generated from football television, 
bowls, SEC Football Championship Game, bas- 
ketball television, the SEC Men's and Women's 
Basketball Tournament and the NCAA 
Championships. 


*> For the fifth straight season in 2000, CBS will 
be the national network provider of Southeastern 
Conference football. CBS will televise at least 12 
games in 2000. The network will also carry SEC 
men's and women's basketball games. The SEC 
and CBS have extended its current contract 
through the 2008-09 season. The agreement 
expands CBS Sports’ current SEC football com- 
mitments and provides exclusive national net- 
work broadcasts of SEC home games throughout 
the season. 


** The SEC was the first to develop the confer- 
ence championship football game on the NCAA 
Division I-A level in 1992, The 9th SEC 
Football Championship Game will be played on 
Dec. 2 at the Georgia Dome in Atlanta. The 
game will again be televised nationally by ABC, 


** The SEC will send at least seven of its teams 
to post-season bowls in 2000. The conference 
champion will be part of the Bowl 
Championship Series, which includes the Rose, 
Sugar, Orange and Fiesta Bowls. The 
OurHouse.com Florida Citrus Bowl has the 
SEC's second selection while the Southwestern 
Bell Cotton, Outback and Chick-fil-A Peach 
Bowls have the third through fifth choices of 
SEC teams. The Sanford Independence and 
HomePoint.com Music City Bowls will have the 
sixth and seventh choices of SEC teams in no 
particular order.

Led by quarterback Pat Trammell, center-linebacker Lee Roy 
Jordan and two-way line star Billy Neighbors, Alabama ascended to 
the pinnacle of the college football world, winning all || games and 
being named the No. | team in America. 

Alabama out-scored its foes 297-25 and after Tennessee man- 
aged a field goal in a 34-3 loss, no one scored again on the Tide until 
Arkansas equaled that three-point output in the Sugar Bowl. North 
Carolina State, led by future NFL star quarterback Roman Gabriel, 
fell to the Tide, 26-7. The seven points were the most yielded to 
an opponent during the entire season, 

Neighbors was a unanimous All-America, while Jordan and 
Trammell were second-team picks, It would be the first of six 
national title runs for Bryant during his 25-year career at Alabama.

remembered as one of the all-time finest and the 
Tide victory brought new and permanent respect 
from all sections for Southern football. 

Washington's great halfback, George Wilson, 
was everything he had been billed as being. He 
carried the ball for 134 yards, completed five 
passes for 77 yards and two touchdowns. But 
Alabama put him out of the game for 22 minutes 
with injuries and it was during those 22 minutes 
that the Crimson Tide scored all of its points. 

Wilson missed the third quarter, and that’s 
when Alabama scored its 20 points, all in seven 
minutes, First it was Pooley Hubert scoring from 
the one with Bill Buckler kicking the point after. 
After holding Washington and forcing a punt, 
Grant Gillis faded back from his own 41 and 
found Johnny Mack Brown at the Husky 25. 

“All | had to do was sidestep one man and | 
was across,” remembers Brown. 

A fumble gave Alabama another chance at 
the Washington 30. On first down Hubert told 
Brown to run as fast as he could for the goal. 
“When [ reached the three, | looked around,” 
says Brown. “Sure enough, the ball was. coming 
down over my shoulder, [| took it in stride, used 
my stiff arm on one man and went over carrying 
somebody. The place was really in an uproar.” 

Washington scored a final time in the fourth 
quarter, but they couldn't overcome Bama’s lead.

The bowl was packed with 57,417. Gross 
receipts were $218,047 — the highest ever. 
Approximately $100,000 was refunded, 

Stanford scored first, George Bogue passed 
five yards to end Ed Walker, who ran the remain- 
ing 15 yards for a touchdown. Bogue then kicked 
the point after and Stanford held its 7-0 first quar- 
ter lead until the final period, 

With just four minutes to go, Alabama 
blocked a Stanford punt with center Clarke 
(Babe) Pearce leaping through to deflect the ball, 
Bama took over on the Stanford 14. 

Into the game went 170-pound Jimmy 
Johnson at halfback. A dislocated shoulder had 
prevented him from playing much. First it was 
Wu Winslett getting three yards, then Johnson 
knifing forward for seven. Winslett smashed to 
the one. Then Johnson banged into right guard, 
the resistance crumpling under his charge. It was 
7 to 6 now, A ruse was coming up next. 

As the teams lined up for the crucial extra 
point attempt with the crowd respectfully hushed, 
Captain Emile Barnes barked signals. Suddenly 
someone shouted “signals off.” Stanford’s 
forewall stood at ease in anticipation of another 
signal sequence. At that moment center Gordon 
Holmes snapped the ball to Winslett who touched 
it down. Unrushed and with plenty of time. 
Herschel Caldwell smoothly kicked it through the 
posts and over the bar.

But Wade, who felt Alabama was 
two touchdowns better, meant it and in fact did 
open with his second unit. 

The Cougars held the upper hand most of the 
first quarter but didn’t come close to scoring. Late 
in the period Wade inserted his first string and 
things began to pop. 

After 13 straight plays on the ground, from its 
own 39, Bama’s left end Jimmy Moore returned 
and sped into his own backfield. He received the 
ball from fullback John Cain, took a few more 
steps and spiraled a long pass downfield. Left 
halfback John (Flash) Suther, galloping at high 
speed, gathered it in smoothly on the Washington 
State 22. In a flash he was in the end zone, 

Bama center Jess Eberdt intercepted a Cougar 
pass on the WSU 47. Moore again passed, hitting 
end Ben Smith on the Cougar one, Monk 
Campbell powered in for the score. 

Lightning struck quickly the next time 
Alabama got the ball. Campbell, on a beautifully 
setup fake to Moore, shot through left guard, He 
wriggled free of a State man’s clutches and bolted 
43 yards to score. These 21 points had come with- 
in a stretch of six minutes of the second quarter. 

Wade's second team was on the field in the 
third quarter when the final points were registered. 
Guard J. B, (Ears) Whitworth, later head coach at 
Alabama, kicked a field goal from the 30,

great Grantland Rice. 

Alabama blasted Stanford, 29-13, with Howell 
teaming with the incomparable pass catching end, 
Don Hutson, to electrify the crowd of 84,474 with 
a 22-point second quarter outbreak. 

In those 15 minutes Alabama amassed 150 
yards on passes and another 106 on the ground, 
Howell himself gained 96 yards in the air on four 
completions to Hutson and three more to end Paul 
(Bear) Bryant, Dixie also ran 96 yards, including a 
sensational 67-yard spring for a touchdown. 

Alabama had the ball for four plays in the first 
quarter and made four yards. Stanford recovered a 
Tide fumble on the 27 yard line and drove for a 
score with Bobby Grayson pounding right tackle 
for the final foot. 

Howell scored from the five early in the sec- 
ond quarter to tie the game. Stanford, though, 
chose to kickoff to show Bama’s scoring was a 
fluke, Four more pass completions by Hutson 
brought Alabama to the Stanford six. On fourth 
down Hutson held while Riley Smith kicked a 22- 
yard field goal. Now it was 9-7, and Stanford still 
refused to believe the mounting evidence, kicking 
off again. 

Two plays later Howell swung to his right. 
Smith leveled Stanford star Grayson with a hard 
block. As the Stanford secondary closed in, Dixie 
swerved for the sidelines and cut across the field 
diagonally. He ran 67 yards. The crowd was on its 
feet, agog at this masterly piece of speed and 
maneuvering. 

Stanford received this time, but on second 
down Riley Smith intercepted for Bama. Coach 
Frank Thomas inserted Tilden (Happy) Campbell, 
a conservative quarterback, to replace the daring 
Smith with orders to play it safe and suck on the 
ground. Only eight seconds were left in the half. 
What Thomas didn’t know was that Smith told his 
teammates, just before going to the sidelines, “I’ve 
called the play. Make it good.” 

They did. Joe Riley, who took Howell’s place 
after the long run, flung a long pass to Hutson, 
who was in the clear and scored easily from 54 
yards, 

The Howell to Hutson battery was quiescent 
until the early part of the fourth quarter. From the 
Alabama 41 it struck. Don caught Dixie’s long 


junior tailback who started his career as a virtual

spiral on the Stanford 30 and whizzed for his sec- 
ond touchdown. 

Howell left the field late in the game after a 
52-yard punt with his ears ringing to the noisiest 
ovation ever given a visiting player on a 
California gridiron, He had gained 111 yards run- 
ning, 160 yards passing (nme completions in 12 
attempts) and had punted six times for an average 
of 43.8 yards, 

“No team in the history of football, anywhere, 
anytime, has passed the ball as Alabama passed it 
today,” wrote Ralph McGill in the Atlanta 
Constituion. “And no man ever passed as did 
Dixie Howell. the swift sword of the Crimson 
attack.”

16. Two passes failed, On a no-shifi play, Nelson 
reversed to Russ Craft for an eight-yard score. 

In the third quarter Nelson returned a punt 72 
yards to put Bama ahead. In the same quarter 
Nelson punted to Daniels who fumbled, with 
Sam Sharpe grabbing it for the Tide on the A&M 
21, Nelson quickly scored, romping 2! yards 
around right end. 
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In the final period another A&M interception 
put Alabama in business on the Aggie 17.

It 
wound up with Davis scoring his second touch- 
down. Now it was 20 to 19. Duke. 

Alabama threw back the Blue Devils on the 
Tide 12 early in the fourth period. But they surged 
forward again, This time Hugh Morrow stepped 
in front of Gordon Carver and intercepted Cliff 
Lewis’ pass. Morrow moyed 75 yards at top 
speed. With his conversion it became 26 to 20, 
Alabama, 

Duke took the kickoff and wasn’t stopped 
until the goal line was a yard away. 

Three minutes remained. Coach Frank 
Thomas decided on a calculated risk, He sent in 
orders to give up two points through an intention- 
al safety. Thomas hoped for a long high punt from 
the 20 by John Wade, who would have plenty of 
time. He hoped also for good coverage and a res- 
olute defense, 

The strategy backfired. The punt sailed 40 
yards. Clark returned it 20 yards to Alabama’s 40. 
The Blue Devils cracked the Tide defense for the 
touchdown in two inspired runs. First, wingback 
Jim LaRue gamed 20 on a reverse after which 
Clark rushed through right tackle in a furious 
charge and scored. 

“I'd say that last run LaRue made won the 
game,” Rice wrote. “He fought his way for 20 
yards where he might have been thrown for a loss. 
He carried two red shirts on his back for the last 
seven yards and it was this terrific determination 
to win that saved the day for Duke, ’ve never 
seen a more thrilling game.”

— It is a peculiar fact that 
some of the most cele- 
brated backs in the 
Southeastern Conference 
came to grief in New 
Orleans in their final game. Names coming to 
mind of those so ill-fated are Billy Cannon (1960), 
Johnny Majors (1957), Mank Lauricella (1952), 
and Harry Gilmer (1948). 

Three years before, Gilmer, the Alabama 
sharpshooter, had heard the multitudes roar of 
applause in the Sugar Bowl. It was a far ery from 
the reaction of 72,000 fans who saw Texas thwart 
Gilmer and the Crimson Tide, 27 to 7, in 1948. 

He had blazed so brightly previously in New 
Orleans and in Pasadena, This time he completed 
only three of his 11 passes and ran for a mere five 
yards. By his own evaluation it was the worst day 
of his college career, 

Loudest cheers went to Texas quarterback 
Bobby Layne. He sent the ball a lofi 24 times and 
made connections ten times for vains totaling 183 
yards. 

Layne was an excellent field general, ball han- 
dler, and passer, He was also a capable runner. 

Ground attacks were virtually non-existent. 
Alabama was restricted to 41 yards. Texas to 59 
rushing. 

The Tide was not outplayed to the extent the 
score would indicate. The difference could have 
been a touchdown. The first half ended ina 7 to 7 
standoff. Texas’ last three touchdowns were 
achieved by defensive alertness. Or, to say it 
another way, Alabama committed three expensive 
errors 
intereepted and run back for a touchdown, and 
fumbling deep in its own territory, 

The entire left side of the Longhorns’ line 
swarmed into the backfield when Norman Mosley 
tried to punt from Alabama's 25 in the third quar- 
ter. Left tackle George Petrovich blocked the kick 
and left guard Vie Vasicck recovered in the end 
zone fora touchdown. 

Alabama appeared to wilt after that but dis- 
played the heart to stall Texas drives twice within 
its 10. Then with six minutes lefi and the Tide 
gambling to tie or win, Gilmer was rushed hard 
and threw almost despairingly over oncoming 
Longhorns’ upraised arms. End Lewis Holder 
intercepted Harry’s soft, short, high pitch. He 
raced for the red flag at the corner of the field [8 
yards away, just making it. 

A few plays after that, Holder pounced on a 
Gilmer fumble five yards from another touch- 
down. Layne got this one on a sneak.

The result was a shock to Alabama followers 
who expected the large senior contingent, stars of 
freshman and sophomore appearances in bowl 
games, to finish in the grand manner.

“I wouldn't 
swap the expenences, the thrills, the friendships 
and fellowships made in bow! games for anything. 
Of course, a post-season game means a lot of addi- 
tional work — practice, training and usually the 
sacrifice of Christmas vacations — but in the end 
it's worth even more.”

MIAMI, Fla. — New 
Year's Day, 1953, was the 
first on which football 
fans could see, through 
the medium of television, 
bowl games in Pasadena, 
Dallas, New Orleans, and Miami. Receipts 
increased greatly with bigger checks for compet- 
ing schools and their conference brethren. 

Alabama crushed Syracuse, champion of the 
East, 61 to 6, in the Orange Bowl, Many in the 
crowd of 66,280 left in the third quarter so they 
could see more of other bowl games on TV at 
home. 

Because the game was lasting so long, an 
Orange Bow! committee-man  reporiedly 
approached the timekeeper and suggested the 
game, nearly three hours old at the time, might be 
speeded up because it was about to be cut off the 
network. 

Fifteen records were set in the fiasco. Even the 
deepest Alabama substitutes among the 46 
Crimson Tide players were record-minded. “We 
didn’t want to leave any still standing,” explained 
tackle Van Marcus. 

Alabama rushed for 286 yards and passed for 
300, [ts total offense of 586 yards and the sum of 
818 for both teams were among the Orange Bowl 
records. 

It was a close contest for a quarter when 
Alabama led, 7 to 6, After two periods the score 
was 20 to 6. And in the second half, “I just could- 
n't stop them,” said Coach Harold (Red) Drew, a 
native of Maine who came to Alabama as end 
coach under Frank Thomas and developed Don 
Hutson, Paul Bryant, and Holt Rast, among others. 
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Bobby Marlow, who scored the Tide’s second 
touchdown, was one of the finest running backs in 
Southeastern Conference history. In three years he 
gained 2,560 yards. That was 693 yards more than | 
the next highest total in the conference in the 
1950-59 period made by Billy Cannon of 
Louisiana State. But Marlow was not picked on 
the all-decade team in the conference. 

Soon afier the game the Orange Bow! commit- 
tee signed contracts with the Big Eight (then Big 
Seven) and the Atlantic Coast Conference. Their 
representatives met for the next five years.

End Tommy Brooker kicked a 30-yard field 
goal to put Alabama in the lead i the third quar- 
ter when a drive stalled on the Texas 13. 

Dan Petty, a third-team tackle, booted the 
equalizer. He kicked it from the 10. The play start- 
ed on Alabama’s 3. There were three minutes, 44 
seconds remaining. 

With 28 seconds to go, Texas took possession 
of the ball on its 48, An Alabama pass, thrown on 
fourth down, was complete, But it failed to make 
the required yardage. No doubt existed about 
what Texas would do. 

The Crimson Tide secondary defense broke 
up Johnny Genung’s first long fling, Alabama’s 
Leon Fuller and Texas end Bob Moses both 
jumped for Genung’s second lengthy throw. The 
big clock’s second half stopped at zero. Part of 
the crowd flocked onto the field thinking the 
game had ended. But a handkerchief had been 
dropped. Interference was called against Fuller. 
Since a game cannol end on a penalty, Texas was 
awarded another play. 

The ball was placed on Alabama’s 18. It 
would be a field-goal try. of course. Thumped 
from the 25 by Petty, who in the third quarter had 
missed from the same spot, it was wide to the left.

Pat Trammell carried the ball on the next play, 
rolling wide to the left and through tackle. As 
teammates obliterated all opposition, Trammell 
ran unhindered into the end zone. 

Placekick specialist Tim Davis toed a 32-yard 
field goal in the second quarter. A fumble, a 
missed field goal try and a holding penalty after a 
successful third quarter effort by the Tide kicking 
expert thwarted other penetrations. 

Mickey Cissell got the Razorbacks on the 
scoreboard in the third quarter with a 23-yard 
placement, 


Late in the game standout halfback Lance 
Alworth had a touchdown pass trickle off his fin- 
gertips that might have turned the game around. 

Bryant was proud of his team. “Regardless of 
who was coaching them, they still would have 
been a great team, | said early in the season that 
they were the nicest, even the sissiest bunch I'd 
ever had.

Wilson, Ed Versprille, Dan Kearley, and 
McClendon — all bristling with desire. But the 
greatest of all, in another superb performance, 
tackling and blocking, was Lee Roy Jordan, 

He was as fine a linebacker as ever played in 
the South. Perhaps nobody else in college foot- 
ball in 1962 had his almost instinctive ability to 
seek out the ball carrier so quickly and bring him 
down so abruptly, It is doubtful if Bryant ever 
praised a player quite as much. 

Fifteen seniors finished the best three years 
(29-2-2) Alabama ever knew in football. Only a 
matter of'a few inches, the distance by which Jack 
Hurlbut failed to make a two-pointer after the 
only touchdown against Georgia Tech (Tech won, 
7 to 6), apparently separated the Tide from two 
straight national championships. 

Said Bryant: “Walking around the dressing 
room shaking hands with them after their last 
game, it was all 1 could do to keep from com- 
pletely choking up. You just love them, that’s all.” 

Alabama and Oklahoma struck the second 
richest pay lode in the game’s history. In 1958, 
when the Columbia Broadcasting System paid 
$275,000 for television and radio rights, Duke 
and Oklahoma each collected $224,308.50, The 
American Broadcasting Company gave $205,000 
for those rights in 1963, Rival teams each got 
$190,000, some of which, of course, was shared 
with schools in the Big Eight and Southeastern

With 7:36 left, fourth 
down from the Sooner 25, Johnny Musso took a 
handoff and started wide to his nght. He stopped, 
fired a left-handed pass back to quarterback 
Hunter and it caught the Okies napping, with 
Hunter making a dash for his life to score. 
Alabama led, 24-21. 

With only 59 seconds lefi, OU field goal spe- 
cialist Bruce Derr hit on a 42-yard attempt to tie 
the game at 24-all. But Alabama had one last shot. 
Oklahoma tried an onside kick, but it didn’t go 
anywhere and the Tide had it at the OU 40. Musso 
broke loose for 21 yards to the 19. Dave Brungard 
got two yards, then Hunter was hit for a yard loss, 
and with just five seconds left Bama called time 
out. Ciemny lined up for a 34-yard field goal try 
that would win the game, only to have John 
Shelley get a hand on it and deflect the attempt to 
preserve the tie.

Then swift-moving Johnny Rodgers returned 
a Tide punt 77 yards to make it 14-0, and before 
you could ask “who?” the Tide fumbled the kick- 
off and Nebraska had it on the Tide 27, Jerry 
Tagge kept for the score, making it 21-0, as the 
wall tumbled down on Bama. 

Moments later it was a fumble-fingered 
Alabama team that again coughed up the ball on 
its own four and Gary Dixon quickly scored to 


send the scoreboard to 28-0, still midway in the 
second quarter. 

The Tide settled down, but found it couldn't 
pass from the new wishbone-T. Finally Terry 
Davis went over from the three in the third quar- 
ter to cut the score to 28-6, Rich Sanger kicked a 
21-yard field goal to make it 31-6 at the end of the 
third quarter, and then Van Brownson scored from 
the one after a Nebraska interception, to close out 
the scoring at 38-6. 

Stats on the game were reasonably close, but 
the score wasn’t and it was a long trip home for 
the 16,000 Crimson Tide fans.

NEW ORLEANS, La. 
— It was the first ever 
meeting between two 
giants of college football 
and the game was promot- 
ed so heavily even the fans 
involved got tired of all the advance publicity. It 
was THE GAME of all time in a lot of ways, and 
it certainly lived up to every inch of newspaper 
space and moment of radio-TV air time. 

Notre Dame won, 24-23, in one of the truly 
all-time classics of college football, It had every- 
thing you could want in a football game and Notre 
Dame vaulted from third in the AP and fourth in 
the UPI poll into the throne room of the national 
championship after the Tide had finished first in 
both polls in the regular season. 

Seldom do games live up to all the advance 
and frenzied billing, Just like most Super Bowl 
games are dull. But when Ara Parseghian of Notre 
Dame and Bear Bryant of Alabama unleashed two 
of the finest college teams of modern history onto 
the Sugar Bowl’s soggy artificial turf, this game 
caught the fancy of the entire football world. 

Big plays abounded. Alabama could have put 
it away in the third quarter, but couldn’t deliver 
the knockout punch, Notre Dame ran a kickoff 
back fora touchdown, a real no-no in this type of 
encounter. Alabama had a controversial play 
develop when Notre Dame roughed the Tide kick- 
er in the waning moments of the game, but it was 
controversial only in that the TV announcers blew 
the call. The 15-yard penalty would not have 
given Bama a first down and Bryant elected to let 
Notre Dame have the ball backed up on their own 
two yard line. 

But millions of people listening and watching 
on TV didn’t know it wasn’t an automatic first

down, as it is in pro football. As a result, Bryant 
received literally thousands of letters and wires 
about the decision. 

Bryant’s strategy almost worked. Notre Dame 
gained almost nothing in its first two plays but on 
third down QB Tom Clements lofted a 35-yard 
pass to right end Robin Weber to get the Irish out 
of the hole and to salt away the victory.

Alabama was ranked first in the nation in the 
UPI poll and second in AP going into the game, 
with Notre Dame being eighth and ninth, A year 
before when the two had met with Sugar Bowl as 
the setting, Notre Dame won, 24-23, and vaulted 
to the national title. This time all it did was ruin 
Bama's chance, and give retiring coach Ara 
Parseghian a retirement gift. 

Neither team had much offense, as the defense 
dominated. Alabama’s Willie Shelby fumbled a 
punt in the first quarter and gave the Insh the ball 
on the Tide 16. In five plays Wayne Bullock 
scored from the four. 

Tt went to 13-0 early in the second quarter 
when Notre Dame put together a 77-yard drive in 
17 plays with Mark McLane scoring from the 
nine, after a Tide penalty had kept the drive alive. 


Then a Notre Dame fumble gave the Bama team | 


a chance from the Irish 40, but all the Tide could 
get was a field goal by Danny Ridgeway of 21 
yards and it was 13-3 at halftime. The score 
remained the same going into the fourth quarter. 
Then after a good Shelby punt retum, Richard 
Todd found Russ Schamun on a 48-yard touch- 
down pass play. Todd then threw to George Pugh 
for a two-point conversion to narrow it to 13-11. 
With 1:39 left, Alabama got a chance from its 
own 38. Todd to Schamun for 16, then to Randy 
Billingsley for eight to the Irish 38, but Reggie

NEW ORLEANS, 
La. — For eight consecu- 
tive seasons, sports writ- 
ers had been writing 
about and fans had been 
crying about Alabama’s 
terrible bowl drought. Not since Jan. 1, 1967 — 
with a 34-7 victory over Nebraska in the Sugar 
Bowl — had the Tide won in post-season play. 

But with a 13-6 victory over Joe Paterno’s 
Penn State Nittany Lions on December 31, 1975, 
Paul “Bear” Bryant’s team gained the needed 
respect it had been lacking in eight previous bow! 
encounters. It was the first Sugar Bowl played 
inside the pleasant confines of the multi-million 
dollar Louisiana Superdome, matching third- 
ranked Alabama (10-1) against seventh-ranked 
Penn State (9-2). 

Richard Todd, Alabama's senior quarterback, 
put on an offensive show, completing 10 of 12 
passes for 205 yards. In running the Tide’s wish- 
bone offense to near perfection, he was named the 
game’s Most Valuable Player. 

Todd passed 55 yards to sensational split end 
Ozzie Newsome to set up the game’s only touch- 
down in the fourth quarter. 

“We had a sweep called to the left side but | 
didn’t like the defense they were in. I didn’t want 
to take the chance of ruining a play,” said Todd 
after the game. “So I called time, | went over to 
the sidelines and Coach Bryant sort of winked at 
me. He called a pass. 

“We felt they'd be single covering Ozzie. He 
ran what we call a slant-and-go. The last time we 
called this particular play was in the Tennessee 
game. But it was more important this time.” 

Two plays later, Mike Stock swept left for an 
11 yard touchdown. 
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Danny Ridgeway added an extra point and 
two field goals to offset Penn State’s two three- 
pointers by Chris Bahr and the nation’s leading 
defense allowed its average — six points — to put 
the wraps on Alabama’s first bow! victory in near- 
ly a decade.

It was sophomore linebacker Barry Krauss, 
the game’s most valuable player, who intercepted 
a pass and rambled 44 yards for the Tide’s first 
touchdown. 

“Our defense was simply magnificent most of 
the time,” said Alabama head coach Paul “Bear™ 
Bryant. “Not only were we stopping them, our 
defense put some points on the board, too.” 

Bucky Berrey kicked three field goals of 37, 
25, and 28, a Liberty record. Johnny Davis 
plunged one yard for the Tide’s first TD. Tony

Since a thrilling 21-20 upset of top-ranked 
Southern Cal in Los Angeles at mid-season, the 
Crimson Tide had been on a roll, winning its sixth 
Southeastern Conference championship in seven 
years and climbing to third in the nation. It was 
billed as a match between the nation’s two win- 
ningest active coaches — Alabama’s Paul “Bear” 
Bryant and Ohio State's Woody Hayes. 

It turned into a rout. Alabama won easily, 35-6, 
and with the upset by fifih-ranked Notre Dame of 
number-one Texas in the Cotton Bowl, many 
Crimson Tide fans thought their team should have 
claimed the national prize. But in a controversial 
and ever-so-tight vote, the Irish vaulted from fifth 
to first, with Alabama finishing a close second. 

Jeff Rutledge and his comeback team of 1977 
wasted no time in putting the game into their con- 
trol. On the Tide’s second possession - a 10 play, 
76 yard march - “Touchdown” Tony Nathan 
scored froma yard away, and the rout was on. 

Rutledge finished as the game’s MVP, hitting 
on 8 of I] in the air for 109 yards and a pair of 
touchdowns. Johnny Davis, the Tide’s bullish 
senior fullback. led the ground assault with 95 
yards and 24 carries. 

Alabama led 13-0 at the halfand built the mar- 
gin to 21-0 ona three yard Rutledge pass to Rick 
Neal in the third quarter before sophomore 
Steadman Shealy manned the controls in the final 
period to direct the Tide to another pair of touch- 
downs.

For only the second time since 1971, Alabama 
had failed to win the Southeastern Conference 
championship, finishmg second behind eventual 
national champion Georgia. The Tide had been 
upset by Mississippi State (6-3) to snap its 
longest-in-the-nation 28 game winning streak and 
then fell to old nemesis Notre Dame (7-0). 

But against Grant Tealf’s Baylor Bears, Paul 
“Bear” Bryant’s Crimson Tide was impressive. 
The "Bama defense was the big hero, as the likes 
of middle guard Warren Lyles, EJ. Junior and 
Thomas Boyd shut down Baylor’s thought-to-be 
unstoppable running tandem of Walter 
Abecrombie and Dennis Gentry. 

The pair had combined for nearly 2,000 yards 
during Baylor’s 10-1 regular season, but on this 
sunny day in Dallas, they were limited to 54 yards 
— altogether.

“Lam thankful to have won my final game,” 
said the Crimson Tide coaching legend, “Whether 
the team likes it or not, they will always be remem- 
bered for winning my last game. I am proud they 
wanted to win this one for me,” 

Alabama saw fullback Ricky Moore, flanker 
Jesse Bendross and fullback Craig “Touchdown” 
Turner score touchdowns for the Tide in Bryant’s 
final battle to overcome Illinois’ potent offensive 
attack, 

Even Heisman Trophy candidate Tony Eason 
who threw two touchdown passes on the evening, 
couldn't spoil Coach Bryant's final exciting appear- 
ance. 

“Give Alabama credit,” Eason said following 
his team’s loss. “Their defense hit harder tonight 
than any opponent we faced all season long.” 

Crimson Tide comerback Jeremiah Castille 
ended an illustrious career at Alabama by tying sec- 
ondary Coach Louis Campbell’s single game 
Liberty Bowl record with three interceptions. 

“It sure was great to send Coach Bryant out a 
winner,” Castille said after being named Liberty 
Bow! “Most Valuable Player,” “He really deserved 
to finish his career on a good note.”

The game ranked as one of the memorable 
wins in Alabama football history, Head coach 
Ray Perkins, who directed the Crimson Tide to its 
20th bowl victory, had said the week prior to the 
game with the Mustangs would be crucial for 
three reasons. 

“First of all, it was the last game for our 
seniors. It may have been the last game, period, 
for some. Secondly, this game meant a lot to me 
because | go out to win every game. Finally, this 
game meant a lot to the players who return for the 
1984 season. A win in our final game of 1983 
meant that our players will be able to return next 
year with a good taste in their mouths,” Perkins 
said following the Tide’s impressive, post-season 
victory. 

Alabama gained possession with 7:33 remain- 
ing in the first quarter at its own 41 yard line and 
drove 59 yards in seven plays as fullback Ricky 
Moore pounded over from the one for the game’s 
initial touchdown. “The offensive line did a great 
job all day,” Moore said after racking up his sixth 
consecutive |00-yard-plus game with a Sun Bowl 
record 28 carries, 

Following cornerback Sammy Hood’s fumble 
recovery on a Lance Mellhenny bobble, Moore 
ran untouched for an 11-yard score to put the Tide 
ahead, 14-0, with 1:14 remaining in the first stan- 
za, The key play in the drive was a 32-yard pass 
by quarterback Walter Lewis to flanker Greg 
Richardson. 

As the second quarter got underway, Alabama 
marched 9] yards on a 15-play possession as 
Lewis capped the drive with a one-yard keeper to 
move Alabama ahead 21-0, with 7:16 left in the 
first half. The senior signal-caller from Brewton 
engineered a march that knocked 6:22 off the 
clock and he combined for 58 yards (45 passing, 
13 rushing). Afler the teams traded turnovers late 
in the half, the Crimson Tide put together its final 
scoring drive of the 1983 season when the team 
moved 62 yards. The offensive line provided out- 
standing protection for Lewis, who found split 
end Joey Jones on a 19-yard touchdown pass with 
43 seconds left on the clock.

Alabama, 
winner of the previous two encounters with 
OSU, made its first Citrus Bowl appearance, the 
school’s 13th different bowl. 

A scoreless first quarter was highlighted by a 
four-legged, unwanted visitor. Alabama took 
possession following a missed field goal and 
mounted an impressive drive, but the momentum 
seemed to escape when a stray dog found his 
way onto the field and caused a lengthy delay in 
play. After the curious canine was chased off the 
field and into a portal, the drive stalled and 
Michael Proctor’s 49-yard field goal attempt was 
blocked. 

The Crimson Tide started another drive on its 
20-yard line with just over four minutes remain- 
ing in the first period. The |6-play. 80-yard drive 
ended early in the second period and was capped 
off by Tarrant Lynch's touchdown run from nine 
yards out. 

The lead was short-lived, however, as 13 sec- 
onds later, Ohio State tied the game with a 69- 
yard bomb from Bobby Hoying to Joey 
Galloway. The Buckeyes then capitalized on a 
blocked punt deep in Tide territory, and Hoying 
hooked up with Galloway once again, this time 
from 11 yards out. to give Ohio State a 14-7 lead. 

Alabama responded with an I 1-play, 80-yard 
drive on the very next possession to tie the game. 
Sherman Williams finished the drive with a 
seven-yard scamper and both teams went to the 
locker room deadlocked at 14. 

After a scoreless third quarter, Ohio State 
regained the lead at 17-14 as Josh Jackson con- 
nected on a 34-yard field goal with 8:41 to go in 
the game. Michael Proctor, who had missed a 
25-yard field goal to start the fourth quarter, 
redeemed himself with a 27-yarder that tied the 
score, 17-17, with 4:29 left to play.

FIRST GAME: Against Birmingham High School on Nov. 11, 
1892 at Old Lakeview Park in Birmingham. Alabama won, 56-0. 
| (This was also Alabama’s first victory and first shutout.) 

FIRST CONFERENCE GAME: Against Georgia on Nov. 9, 
1895 in Columbus, Ga. Georgia won the Southern Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association game, 30-6. 

FIRST CONFERENCE VICTORY: Against Mississippi State 
on Noy. 4, 1896 in Tuscaloosa. Alabama 20, Mississippi State 0. 
FIRST PERFECT SEASON; 1897, 1-0-0 with a single victory 
over Tuscaloosa Athletic Club. The team was coached by Allen 
McCants. 

FIRST PERFECT SEASON INCLUDING A BOWL: 1925, 
10-0-0 including a 20-19 victory over Washington in the Rose 
Bowl. Wallace Wade was the coach. 

FIRST SEC CHAMPIONSHIP: 1933, as coach Frank Thomas 
guided the Crimson Tide to a 5-0-1 conference and a 7-1-1 over- 
all record. 

FIRST SEC DIVISIONAL CHAMPIONSHIP: 1992, as Gene 
Stallings guided the Tide to a perfect 8-O League Mark and a 
National Championship. 

FIRST NIGHT GAME: 1940, against Spring Hill College on 
September 27 in Mobile. Alabama won 26-0. 

FIRST BOWL GAME: 1925 (actually the game was played on 
January 1, 1926). It was Alabama coming back in the second half 
to defeat Washington in the Rose Bowl. The Tide staked its claim 
for its first national championship with that win (20-19). 

100TH GAME: October |, 1910 vs, Birmingham-Southern in 
Tuscaloosa. Alabama won 25-0, 

100TH WIN: October 11, 1919 vs. Mississippi in Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama won 49-0, 

FIRST TV GAME: October 20, 1951 in Birmingham. Alabama 
lost to Tennessee 27-13, 

FIRST TV GAME IN TUSCALOOSA: November 17, 1979. 
Alabama defeated Miami, 30-0 before a national audience,
